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BIBLIOGRAPHICAL NOTE 


T here are three known variants o£ the first 
edition of Cotton Mather’s Manuductio ad 
Ministeriumj all with the same title-page, bearing the 
same imprint and the date 1726. In all three, twenty- 
out of twenty-two signatures are identical, printed 
from the same type. These twenty signatures con- 
tain all but a few pages of the text of the book 
itself. The signatures of which there are variants are 
devoted to prefatory matter, to the closing paragraphs 
of the text, and to material appended to it. 

Of these two signatures, b and V, there were two 
separate printings. In b are the closing pages of the 
preface and, in one form, b I, a table of contents. In 
the other version, b II, the preface has been lengthened 
and the table of contents has been taken out. Also, in 
order to fit the enlarged preface into the space avail- 
able in the limits of the signature, leaving the verso 
of the last page blank — ^perhaps in deference to typo- 
graphical convention — one paragraph has been set 
in different type, smaller than the rest. Possibly the 
plan was to include the table of contents in the vacant 
space 5 if so it was omitted when the form was made up. 
In b II circumflex accents have been added where 
needed in the preface j in b I these accents do not ap- 
pear, nor do they in the part of the preface which falls 
in signature a. It seems clear that b II, with the longer 



preface and the correct accents, was later than b I. 
If b II had been done first, the printer would have used 
uniform type throughout, would have made room for 
the usual table of contents in a correct position, and 
would certainly not have used accents in one part of 
the text though omitting them completely in other 
parts, b II is a revised and expanded version, surely 
later than b I. 

The other signature of which there were two print- 
ings is V. In one, V I, there is a congratulatory poem 
to Cotton Mather, by his son, Samuel. Then come “A 
Catalogue of Books for a Young Student’s Library” 
and “Erratula,” giving six lines of corrections for the 
earlier parts of the book. In the “Catalogue” one item 
is “FlavePs Works.” 

In the other printing of this signature, V II, the 
poem is omitted, the “Catalogue” appears, with head- 
ing in larger type and more effective style than in V I, 
but lacking the reference to Flavel, and the “Erratula” 
occupies seven instead of six lines. There is included 
an advertisement of Mather’s Ratio DiscifUnce., de- 
scribed as in press. On page 146 the word “Murdera- 
tion” has been misprinted “Mnrderation.” 

There has been no agreement as to whether V I or 

V II was printed first. Mr. M. B. Jones has argued 
that V II precedes V I, pointing out that it is hard to 
see why Mather should have omitted the poem after 
it had once been put into type. He suggests that after 

V II was printed the Ratio was actually published, so 



that the notice of it as in press would no longer be 
appropriate. The advertisement was dropped, there- 
fore, and the space used for the poem.^ Mr: Cole, on 
the other hand, decided on V II as the later, because 
the list of errata in it seems to be a revision and correc- 
tion of the list in V 1 .^ In V II a correction not in V I 
appears, amending “igneum” on page x to “igneam,” 
and a blind reference, “P.24.1.r. all the,” which seems 
to have no application to the page in question and must 
have crept in by mistake, is taken out. In the face of 
this, the conclusion that V II is later than V I seems 
inescapable. The omission of ^‘Flavel’s Works” can 
easily be explained as an error made by the printer in 
resetting the type for the “Catalogue.” Similarly the 
misprint on page 146, which was also reset, might have 
been a slip of the compositor. 

Against the clear evidence of the “Erratula,” Mr. 
Jones’s argument cannot stand. It is impossible that the 
form which adds a correction for page x, and leaves out 
the useless notation for page 24, can have been earlier 
than the less accurate version in V I, nor does a com- 
parison of the two printings leave any chance for belief 
that the omission of the amendment for page x could 
have been accidental. Such a supposition would make 
it necessary to imagine that the printer, at the same 
time that he dropped out one erratum, was inspired to

add another which was unnecessary. Mr. Jones is, of 
course, /ight in pointing out that it is hard to under- 
stand why Mather should have left out in the second 
printing of V the poem which had been in the first. 
But there are possible explanations for that. He may 
have felt that the poem would be laughed at in some 
circles, and that copies without it would be better suited 
for general circulation than those with it, which were 
appropriate for members of his church and his close 
friends. Or, to hazard another guess, something in the 
poem may have struck him unfavorably after it got 
into print, so that he preferred to leave it out when 
signature V was printed for the second time. But, even 
if hypotheses of this sort could not be advanced, the 
clear evidence of the list of errata would force the con- 
clusion that V II, without the poem, was the later 
printing. 

It can be reasonably assumed, therefore, that the 
first form of the Manuductio had b I and V I. There 
are copies which have b I and V II, but these show 
simply that after V had been reprinted but before the 
reprinting of b was finished,® copies were gathered 
and bound up with the sheets as they then stood in the 
printing shop. When b II was done, it was available 
for copies bound thereafter, giving the third variant

of the edition, with b II and V 1 . So far as we know, 
no copies are extant with b II and V II. Possibly a 
great many of V I had been struck off, and only a few 
of V II, so that by the time b II was ready the only 
sheets of V which were left were in the form V I. 
All this shows that the different forms of the 1726 
Manuductio are not separate editions, but variants of 
the same edition. They seem to have been produced 
within a few days of each other, using the same printed 
sheets for almost all of the work. The paper in each is 
of the same mold and weight, presumably from the 
same stocky the ink and type are the same in each 3 and 
the typography and press work seem to be by the same 
hand. All this indicates that the printing of all the 
sheets was done at nearly the same time. The book was 
published not later than February 3, 1726,* and it 
seems safe to assume that the variant printings of b 
and V all were done within a few days of that date. 

The form of the Manuductio reproduced here is 
that which has b II and V 1 . The longer preface of b II 
has material which Mather clearly wanted included 
in the final state of the book, and the poem is of more 
interest today than the advertisement in V II. The

In 1781 there was issued in London Dr. Cotton 
Mather^ 3 Student and Preacher.

London: Printed for 
Charles Dillyy in the Poultry. MDCCLXXXI . This 
omits the Latin preface, but has Samuel Mather^s 
poem. There is also material added by the editor. In 
1789 there appeared Dr. Cotton MathePs Student 
And Preacher ... To Which Is Addedy A Literal 
Translation of Dr. Cotton MathePs famous Latin 
Preface; with an Abridgment of Mr. Ryland^s Pref- 
ace to his Edition. Londony Printed by R. Hindmarsh 
. . . for T. Scollicky City Roady near MoorfieWsy and 
J. MatthewSy Strandy ijSg. The Latin preface, ver- 
bally rearranged, is printed on the verso pages with an 
English translation on the rectos opposite, and is taken 
from the shorter (b I) form of 1726. The British 
Museum Catalogue also lists the following: “Dr. C. 
Mather’s famous Latin preface to his Manuductio ad 
Ministerium, reduced into ordo verborum, with a 
literal translation in the opposite page, by Mr. H, 
Walford, Lat. and Eng. {London ? 1800 ?] 8°. 
Part (fp. 61-128) of a privately printed bookJ^ 
4498.a.(2.) 

Apparently the present reproduction is the first ac- 



curate and complete republication of the fullest version 
of the NLanuductio as it appeared in 1726. 

The thanks of the editors and the Facsimile Text 
Society are extended to the authorities of the Andover- 
Harvard Theological School Library and of the 
Harvard College Library for their generosity in 
allowing this reproduction to be made from copies in 
their possession, and for permitting the comparison 
of their three copies with those In other collections.

Such a Numbring of 
jtur Ddysf I hope, will compel you to Apply your 
Heart unto Wtfdom ; and Inftruft and Excite you 
to fj^nd your little TIME in fuch Things, and 
Induftrioufly, as may be a Matter of Comforia- 
jI& RefieSim at the End of your Days. The Ap- 
prehtnfims of a Dying Perjon are ufually fo Wife, 
(6 much have the Right Thoughts of the Rightt- 
otts in them, that the heft Counfel which can be 
£iven you, is, Child, Make bafie into them ! It can- 
not be too foon to come into them. They will 
have a mighty Tendency to make you Serious, 
Difcreet, and Induftrious, and every way wel- 
advifed ; and aU that your he fi Friends would Mi/e yen 
to he. You run the hazard of Dying without Wif- 
dons, if you delay to come into them j and put 
fur umf (hat which by doing fo you will make 
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an Evil Day. It was not a Folly in fome oF the 
Ancients, to aflign the Contemplation of Death, as 
the main Foundation, and main Exercife of their 

Thilofophy ; And the Toung^ Man will arrive to more 
"Under jf anding than the Ancients ^ who does practice 
upon it. I propofe 3 , Five mentor Morta, as what 
will be the Way to the trueft Wifdom, and no 
little Van of it ; and as what will contribute as 
much as poflibie for any thing to do, unto a Wife 
Condu^ in all yourAfFairs. May the THOUGHTS 
OF A DYING MAN come into an Early and 
Lively Confideration with you, and regulate youc 
Intentions, your Appetites, yourBehaviours, My 
Propolal is, U hat you would let apart properTimes ^ 
L And be fure, The Vrefent Time ! j to think. 
What fort of Life f tall 1 mo ft approve when I tome to 
Dye ! In what Work ftiall 1 moft wiftt to have lived, 
when 1 fee that 1 am to Dye ? What Method and Mm- 
ner of Living Jhall I apprehend the moft Eligihle, when 
my Dying Hour is come upon me ? Behold, Wh*t 
will give to the Toung Man Knowledge and Diferetion!

This 
PRINCIPLE will incline you to endeavour all 
poflible Conformity to your SAVIOUR, in Hating 
and Shunning every thing that the Light of GOD 
in you fhall condemn as an Evil Thing • and in 
filling your Life with A6ts of Devotion towards 
GOD, and Benignity towards Men j and in Be- 
having yourfelfas Remembring the Eye of Heaven 
always upon you ; and in approving yourfelf 
ever a Good Steward of the Manifold Favours that 
Heaven beftows upon you ; and in fuffering Jf- 
pBions after a Becoming Manner and in Hop- 
ing and Waiting for the Joy ft before you in the 
Heavenly World. A PRINCIPLE and an At- 
tainment and a BlelTednefs, infinitely preferrible, 
not only to all the Wealth in the World, but alfo 
to all IntellecftualAccomplifhments and Embellifii-

That you may 
bave an Unklemijhed Toutb, and not be left unto 
^h F'ads now in your Teutb, as may caufe you 
ibo go halting all your Days : Yea, that you may 
be fuch a Pare Ffazarite, and preferved more 
particularly from Criminal and Abafing Unchafii^ 
ties, and moft particularly fromDeteftable 0»d:»»/w, 
that you may be able to fay, Ah, Lord (HOD, mj

not think of a more effedual Prefervative, than 
iuch a CONVERSION to GOD, as I now ex- 
tort you to.

My 
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Wy A-clvice to yoD, is, Begin betimes to take 
that Noble QUESTION into [Confideration, 
What Gooi may I be capable of doing in the World ? 
Have dated and proper Times for it, and thefe as 
often as may be, to confider on the QUESTION^ 
and keep a Record of your Purpofes. Firft with an 
humble and mournful Senfe of your own Barren- 
«e/, and fenfible how much you want thAtWifdomt 
which is to find out well-advifed Inventions^ Look 
up to GOD your SAVIOUR, that by Him (who 
is the Wifdom of GOD ) living in you, and leading 
of you, you may obtain a fair View of the Op* 
portunities to do Good, which He has put into your 
Hand, that they may not be a Price in the Hand of 
a Fool j and a clear View of the Methods to be ta- 
ken that this Good may be profecuted, and your 
Defire fweetly accomplijhed. Then proceed and 
Enquire. 

Enquire j Firfl, What fiiaU I do for MT SELF, 
that I may MT SELF Improve in Knowledge and 
Goodnefi j and the Ends of thofe Means, which the 
Divine Cultivation employs upon me ? 

Enquire, next j What Jhall I do for my feveral 
RELATIVES, my Kindred according to the Flefit ; 
That I may prove a Blejfing in each of my Relations i 
Take a Catalogue of them j and fucceffively be- 
i\owdifiin£l Thoughts upon them all. 

Then go on to take fome Cognifance of the 
feveral SOCIETIES to which you ftand related* 
Efpecially the Church whereof you are a Member, 
[ and the College, if you belong to That ! ] Yea, 
the Town, and the Land, whereof you are an 
Inhabitant,

Particular Perfons in your Neighbourhood may 
now alfo, be found out, as Ohje3t that Good may 
be done unto j The Poor for to ue relieved j The 
Siek for to be vifited j The Sad for to be com- 
fwted ; and thofb that are out of the Way, to be 
reclaimed from the Error of their Way. Many of 
thofe whom you have diftinguiflied in thus doing 
of Goad unto them, you will find prove Monfiert of 
Ingratitude. But let not this dilliearten you. GOD 
is now trying of you. Whether you will do Good for 
the pure fake of Good ; And you will this way have 
ReeoMptnees afcertained unto you, in the Harvefi^ 
when, Wbatfoever Good Thing any Mat doetf the 
fane jhaB he receive of the Lord. 

But, becaufe your own Capacities to Do Good 
may be gready limited, you fliould alfo have a 
Time to think } What Good lying out of my Reach 
may 1 fee others capable of doing more than 1 ? And 
hereupon become an llumble Adviler unto them* 
Yea, I could wilh, You would betimes make it 
a Rule for your Condua j That you will as far 
as you can, always endeavour a Profitahle Conver- 
fation ; and in every Company, think, whether 
you may not with Decency let fall feme Word, 
which they may be the f^fer or the Better for ; 
and every one go from you, Aut Doctor, out 
lior, for you. 

Your Opportunities to do Good, may at firit be ve** 
ry [mad, and under very narrow Limitations^ 
Neverthclsft I prefs you to begin Betimes, your 

En^uir^s 
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^ttefutrtes after them, and your ABions upon them ; 
and expert, that tho the St^innin^ be but frnall 
the latt^ End fliall greatly increafe. That Word, 
Habenti dabitur, will be Remarkably and Confpi- 
cuoufly fulfilled unto you, by the all- governing 
Trovidetice of Him, who has all Offortmities to do 
Good, entirely at His Difpofal. Your Circles will 
grow wider and wider j and anon expand unto 
Dimenfions beyond what you could at firft have 
imagined. And, I hope, you will efteetn your 
Opfortunities,^s your Incomparable Treafures. While 
others are hunting and grafping after the fordid 
Wealth of this World, which will prefently be 
found all Inanity, Vanity * You will reckon your 
Advantages to promote the Kingdom of GOD, 
and the Welfare of Men, as much more valuable 
Riches. You will be\as Thankful to any One, 
who informs you of a Point wherein you may Do 
feme Good, as if he had prefented you with a 
Wedge of Cold : And your Maxim will be, Divi. 
tits abundet per me lieet, ftifquis voluerit : In Operi* 
bus mea ft Abundantia. 

^ But then, you mufl not be fo weak as to ima- 
gine, that this Way of Living will recommend you 
to the Favour of TJoii World. A fedulous Doer of 
Good will certainly find himfelf more expofed 
than other Men, to be lU-jpohen of j greatly Ma- 
ligned, Reviled, Slandered. Here, Tatknce mull 
have its perfeB Work. I may fay. Here is the Patience 
of the Saints, Yea, I muft fay, Se very Courage' 
ouu 

1 will conclude this Matter with the Words of 
One who knew what he W'rote, * Were a Man 

‘able 
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* ab!e to write in feoen Languaget : Could he con- 

* verfe daily with the fweetsof all theDheralSciencet, 

* thatPofitcMen ordinarily prerend unto j Did ha 

* entertain himfelt with all the Ancient and Mo- 
‘ dem Hiftories : And could he feaft continually 

* on the C«r»7rn«x, which all forts of Learning may 
‘ bring unto him j None of all this will afford the 

* Ravifhing SatisfaAion j much Icfs would any 

* grolfer Delights of the Senjes do it: which he 

* might find in relieving the Diftreffes of a poor, 

* mean, miferable UtigbboMr\ and which he might 

* muc^ more find in doing any Extenfive Service 

* for the Kingdom of our Great SAVIOUR in 

* the World, or any Thing to redrefs the Miferies 

* under which Mankind is generally Languifhing* 

§ y. You are now in the Purfuit of that Lea^ 
ing, and thofe Ingermeus and Mollifying Arts, which 
which may diflinguifh you from the more Un- 
cultivated Part of Mankind, and may accoraplilh 
you to claim a Place among them, who are the 
Blejfmgs and Beauties of their Generation- Con- 
cerning This, what I do in the Fsrjl Place Advife 
you to, is. To fix the END of all your Studies, 
and let This be what it ought to be. Let Vlves^e 
Motto, Oculas ad Scofum, haye its Influence upon 
you in your whole Courfe of all your Studies. If 
you Aim no Higher nor Better, than to render 
yourfelf Confiderable, and make a Figure amoqg 
your Fellow-Mortals, or, perhaps, to gain a cons- 
fortable Subftflence in the World, Ad you do is 
IVrcng and Mean, and Vile, and the Holy GOD 
looks down with Abhorrence upon you. A Ber- 
nard is not the only Chriftian, who has fad « 

cru« 
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ftue Sight of the Fanitjr, with which the Studies of 
the moftthatfeek after' Knowledge, are carried 
on,and pronounced thofe the only Ri^t Students, 
ad hoe tiolunt InteSigere ut Beuefaciant, . I hope 
it would nor be unintelligible unto you, if I fhould 
recommend unto your Emulation, a Flighty of 
(^e, who tho’ 1 find him in thi Curfed City, 
fcerein fpoke like Ow e/ o*ri j Lord, 1 had rather, 
could it be without Siw, that all fhould bate me, than 
that they jjaould Love tru. for myjtlf : If all the World 
bate me, 1 fifould have, hut what ts mine j if they 
fhould Love me for mjfelf, they would ufurp what i$ 
Thine. But thus much I cannot but wift for; 
That you may betimes be infpired with Senti- 
ments, by which the Idol that has more Votaries 
than that on thePlain ofP«’'<*,that is to fay, ^ELF, 
may be dethroned with you. Be aware of it, 
that the moft of People who fhall Honour you, 
and A.dmire. you, and Applaud you, will Termi- 
nate in ysa, and look no further than the Worm 
they look next upon : GOD will not haveK* 
Traifes in whac is done for you,and by you. GOD, 
without whom, and Before whom, you are as 
noving, will not be Rmembred ; And all will be 
as nothing, in Remembrances of none A 

Sacrilegious Idolatry will be committed ! But a true 
Servant of GOD, will even deprecate it, as an 
Irfdlcity, to be made the Object of this 
And wifh. Lord, Let thofe that Fear thee, I and wi» 
fee Thee thro’ me, ] be thofe that jly.ill turn ^to 
me. The Love of GOD, muft make you chulc 
rather to be left unregarded in the World, than to 
have thofe Regards P*\d unto V* 

Infiniw GOD, the Fhjl and the UPs M be 
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Robb’d of Hit Glory y which He will not give unto 
another. Yea, Be prepared for Obfcuritiesy and foe 
Indignitiesy and be Reconciled unco them upon 
this. Accounf> 1 am now delivered from any Danger 
that the Robbers of GOD may make an Idol of me ! 
But having thus forbidden you the IVrong ones, I 
will tell you, what is the RIGHT END unto 
which it were to be wilhed, that your Studies 
may be Confecrated* 

When you are upon feeking an Acquaintance 
with any Languages ; Let your Aims be thefe. I 
Defrre to come at thofe TreafureSy which thefe Tongues 
may he Keys unto j And this, that fo 1 may be the bet- 
ter furnifred for that SERVICE OF GOD, which 1 
may be coded unto. 

When you are upon feeking an Acquaintance 
with any Sciences, Let your Aims be thefe ; I De- 
frre to gain thofe Illuminations which may be necejfary 
for an Infirument of Good unto others j And tbit, that 
fo I may be the better ^alified for that SERVICE OF 
COD, which will require a Workman that need not be 
aframed. 

When you are upon Reading any Book, Let 
your Aims, for ever be of the fame Importance. 

To Strengthen my Advice, I will tranferibe 
fome Words of the Celebrated Lord Chief Juf- 
tice Hale j who in his Account of the Good Steward, 
fays, * I carried along with me, in all my Studies, 
' this Great Defign, of improving them, and the 

* Knowledge acquired by them, .to the Honour of 
' god’s Name, and the greater Difeovery of 

* His Wifdom and Rower and Truth, and fo tranfla- 

* ted my Stedar Learning into an Impioyement 
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* of Divitte Kmiiflsdge- And had I not prafftifed this 

* Defign in myAcquifts of Humane Learnings I had 
concluded myTimt j»»j^<»t^becaufe lever thought 

* it unworthy of z Man that had an Everlajiing 

* Soul, to furnifil it only with fuch Learning, as 

* would either Dye with bis Body, and fo become 

* unufeful for his Everlafting State, or that in the 
^ next Moment after Death would be attained with- 
k out Labour or Toil in this Life. 

Having thus fixed the RIGHT END of your 
Studies, Lee the View of it make fuch an Impref- 
fion upon you, as to produce a Marvellous Induf- 
try in your Profecution of it : And Quicken you 
to obferwe that Maxim, Do with thy Might, what 
thy Hand finds to do. Remember thisj There ne- 
ver was an Eminent, who was not an Jndujlrious 
Man* You muft be Diligent in your Bufinefi, if 
you would hope to (land in any Defireable Cir- 
cumftances before that Great KING, unco whofe 
Holy Service you are Dedicated. 

That you may not fufFer a Vile Impediment in 
your Studies, and Avocation from them, I do now 
particularly warn you againft the fenfetefe Folly 
of an Entanglement in any fooUfi) Amour, while 
you are yet a Student at the College* ’Tis time 
enough, to think of Marriage, when your Con- 
dition in other Circumftances as well as that of 
Api will qualify you to make a Wife Choice, in a 
point, which a very great Felicity, or a very great 
Calamity, for the reft of yourDays, will turn upon* 

§. 6. The Regulation of your Studies, is whst I 
would now proceed unto. And for this, though 
E 2 the 
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(he Regale Studiorum, Written by Chytravt, be a 
Book which 1 can heartily commend un:o your 
Perufal, yer, it being Written an Hundred and 
Twenty Years ago, 1 fliall not think the Per- 
ufal of That fufficient for a Student in our Days. 
I muft further Accommodate you. And here, 
Humanhj would complain of me, if I Ihould for- 
bear to tell you. That the LATIN Tongue, 
which is more known and ufed than any upon 
Earth, except the Arabic, is what you ftiould for 
many Reafons labour to be Ready at ; and Ab e 
not only to ff'rite, but alfo to Speak in it, with 
Fluency well as j and confute the com- 
mon Obfervation, that tho* E”gli(hmen do often 
Write [ call Spencer and Burnet, for Two IVitneJJts, ] 
the beft Latin in the World, vet they often pe ik 
it but indifierently. For this Purpole you will do 
well frequently, both to employ your Pen, for 
compofing Difcourfts or Epijiles in it ; and like* 
wife to maintain frequent Conferences in it, with 
fuch as uriderftand the Vbrafes and Beauties of it. 
Indeed, I know not a prettier Way, than this j 
Tranflate into Englijh the Paragraphs of fome Au- 
thor who writes very good Latin f fay, the Enchi- 
ridhn Vrecum of a Boehm and then again. Laying 
afide your Author, turn your own Engltjh into La- 
tin j and fo compare That with, and correft it 
from, your Authors. But at the fame time, you 
Ihould familiarize yourfelf with the Style of fome 
Authors, whofe Latin cannot but ever Charm you 
with its Elegancies. On this Occafion, I am as 
far from inviting you into the Gull of Linacre, as 
great a Critic as molt we have had for the Latin 
Tongue, who, Qcerena diclionctn, nunejuam prohare pc- 
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tuU, me fmef^idk oudire ; As I am, f'om invit- 
ing you into the Ciceronian Bigotry of a Bembo, or, 
to be as afraid as LongoUm was of ufing the Word, 
Poffibile. But yet I will prefume upon fo much 
of Paradox, as to offer you my Opinion, ( tho’ I 
know what Cenfure a ^intiUan would pafs upon 
ine, for faving ) That the Latin of an Krafmus, 
of a Calvin, or of a Witfius, is preferrible unto Ci, 
ceros ; yea, to make up the Mefs, lam content 
that poor Cajlellio too be introduced. 

From Rome you muft needs pafs to Greece. And 
I cannot but wifli you fo m':ch a GRECIAN, as 
not onlv to underftand yotxxGreeh 'better 

than they do ordinarily at this Day in Athens, in 
which, of all Places, it feems they now fpeak the 
V(r[i Greek thzth any where fpokenj but alfo, 
that you mav at lealt be able to Read a Chryfofhm 
of the Savilian Edition ; and not enjoy theFatbers 
only in the Lattn Tranjlations, in iwhich alone, the 
Roman Catholicks, ( agreeably indeed unto the 
Name ot their Church, ) now generally chufe to 
publiin them and perule them. However, I can’t 
encourage you, to throw away much Time, up- 
on an Accurate Skill in the Creek Accents ; But 
rather wholly to drop them, when your Quill 
comes to convey any Greek into your Pages, For, 
as the Writing of Greek otherwife than in Capitals, 
was introduced in later Ages by the Monks of 
Egypt, who borrowed the fmallerLetters now ufed 
from the Copric\ So, One fhall hardly find any 
Accents on the Greek, in any Manuferipts written 
Eight Agf s ago : Nor w'as the Invention 
Oi the Accents, with which our Creek is now en- 

cumbred. 
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cumbred, of any other than a Mufical Intention. 
And, Vojfm, with Henninim after him, are not the 
only Gentlemen, who have declared earneftly a- 
gainft pronouncing the Gmk according to the 
Accents : I pray, how would a Verfe of Homer 
found, if it were fo pronounced ? 

But for the HEBREW, I am importunate with 
you. And the more fo, becaufe ’tis one Remark- 
able Inftance of the Depraved Gufi, into which 
we are of later Years degenerated, that the Know- 
ledge of the Hebrew is fallen under fo much Dif- 
repute, as to make a learned Man almoft alraid 
of owning that he has any thing of it, left it 
ftiould bring him under the Sufpicion of being an 
Odd, Starv’d, Lank fort of a thing, who had lived 
only on Hebrew Roots all his Days. What would 
an Amame, and the reft of !the brave Men, who 
Ihone in the former Age, and had i>ouls like the 
Gates of a Temple^ fay, if they might Rife and fee 
the Men of tbs* Generation ! ’Tis true, the Know- 
ledge of the Hebrew is, contrary to the old Max- 
im, Difficilia qute fulchra^ with very little DifficssL 
ty attain’d unto. Even our little Damfels, like 
BlafsUa, the Daughter of Taula^ ( concerning the 
Mother of whom Jerom reports the fame, that he 
does of the Daughter ^ ) make' nothing of coming 
at thisUncoramonOrnament.AndCoo^er fays,truly, 
that if Students would fpend as muchTime at it in 
a Morning or an Evening as they mifpcnd on an 
unprofitable Pipe of Tobacco^ they would in a few 
Days be Matters of it; It is alfo to be owned, 
that there appears nothing more impertinent,thap 
a little Hibricianj Vapouring and Swaggering, as 
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if he had all the Learning in the World j and 
laying hold on all Occafions to throw our an He- 
brew Claufe or Word, for nothing but the Often- 
tation of his mighty ylccompUJlment. Nevertheiefs, 
the Kriowledge of the Hebrew^ is to be valued and 
purfued, on this Defign ,* ’Twill enable you to 
penetrate further into the deep Things which the 
Spirit of GOD has laid up in His Oracles, than 
you could poffiblydo, by feeing’ them oniy in 
fome Tranflation. Tho’ with much more Caufe 
than the modeft Melanclhcn, I may confefs Me vix 
primu Labiss deguftajfe Hebraicas Literas, yet as be 
declared, what Hebrew he had helped him fo much 
in his Judgment of the greareft Matters, he prefer d 
it before all the Wealth of a Kingdom^ fo, I may hum- 
bly declare, I fcarce ever take an Hebrew Bible 
into my Hands, but I am gratefully furprized 
with fomething I never thought of ; I ever have 
fome new View, and fee fomething I never faw be- 
fore. So that I do not wonder at Luther for mak- 
ing zferious frotefiation^ that what Knowledge he 
had of the Hebrew^ was of more Ufe and more 
Price to him, than the greateft Heap of Gold that 
could be fet before him. 

Indeed, I cannot but wifii, that a Knowledge 
of the SYRIAC may come in, as an .Appendix to 
your Knowledge of the Hebrew : Not ineerly be- 
caufe it was the Mothcr~Tengue unto the Writers 
of the New Tcfament, [ which is the Reafon that 
we have no Greek Word of the Dual Number in 
all the New Teji ament • For that Number is what 
the S)riac is a Stranger to : ] But' chietlv becaufc 
the nioft Valuable and Serviceable Veilion that 

we 
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tve have of the Divine Oracles^ and what may be 
of ihoft Authority in many Important Points to 
clear up the Senle of thetn^ is the Sjriae. And 
having once got the Hekrevf, you’l find the Syriac 
eafily come-at-able. 

For the Living TongHts^ ’tls a Matter of fome 
Speculation, that almoft all the TrotePants in the 
World, fpeak the Teutonic and what is derived 
from it ; almoft all the Romanics are found in the 
Derivations from the Latin ; tKe Greek Church is 
moftly in the Selavome. !f you intend any Ser- 
vice to the Kingdom of GOD abroad, you may 
here take your Choice. But if you have any 
Time in your Short Life to fpare for the Living 
Tongues^ the French will be fure in the firft Place 
to Court you. And, tho’ the Complement which 
the Nations of Europ have paid unto that Lan- 
guage, has look’d like a paving of theWay, (which 
doubtlefs, the French /icademy have had in their 
Bye.) for the extending of a Covetous and Ambiti- 
ous Monarchy, To what will never he acccmpltflied j 
yet, for the fake of your Admiffion to the Read- 
ing of many French Books that may be worth your 
Pcrufal, I do not fprbid vourLearning of it. This, 
the rather, for that albeit the Enfjijh Tongue is ca- 
pable of being made the nwft Exprcflive, and tho 
moft Copious in the World, and is in thefe Re- 
gards much Superiour to the French j neverthe- 
lefs, it may be obferved. There is no Man who 
has the French Tongue, but Ordinarily he fpeaks 
the neater Englijli for it. 

And yet, concerning the Languages in general 5 
The 7ime allowed foe them, fhould certainly be 

proportion d 
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propoft!oii*d unto the Uft you are like to make of 
them. Dr. Mm governing himfelf in the Study 
of the Oriental Tongues by that Rule^ pleafantly 
and modeftly compared himfelf unto the Man 
who paffed by a Garrifon, with an Horfc Shoe at his 
Girdle ; whjch received and repelled the BuU 
let (hot upon him : On which he obferved. That 
a little Armour f if weU placed, will be fufficient. I 
have known One who has been able to compofe 
and publifliThings mSevenLangunges ; and yet con- 
felTed to his Friends, That he could never get theTime 
to furnijh him/ elf with much more than the Armour of 
hit well placed Horfe Shoe. But be fure, fo much of 
the Armour as you cannot but forefee you may 
have Occafion for, — So much I infill: upon. I 
am far from urging you to ftudy fo many Lan- 
guages as the Epitaph of that Great and Good 
Phyfician Kirfleniusj afribed unto him the Know- 
ledge of. 

§. 7 . The Languages you will confider, but as 
Jnfiruments to come at the Sciences, wherewith you 
would propofe to go Skilfully about the Work 
which your GOD ihall call you to- And elleem- 
ing them as rather Hdps to Erudition chan any 
Farts of it, you will no more Value yourfclf as a 
Scholar for Them, than the Bare having of Tools 
would make one to boalt himfelf an Artijl. 

If you would make a fliorc Work of all the Sci~ 
tnces, and find out a Korth-IVeJi Paffage to them, 
I cannot think of anv One Author, that would 
anfwer every Intention fo well as ALSTEP. 1 
take him, to have been as learned a Man as ever 
was in the World j and there being fo little Ufc 

F made 
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made of his Condfe Exhibitions, is to me, One of 
she Thm^s that I can’t but wonder at, and fcarce 
know what to make of. 

Inftead of Squandering away your Time, on 
the RHETORIC, whereof no doubt, you tho’t, 
your Dugard gave you enough at School ; and up- 
on all the Tropes and Schemes whereof a juft Cen- 
furer well obferves, Pejfunt una ate^\ altera H<>ra ita 
mo arifUt eorum Notitla per omnem ty£tatem fufficiat • 
^nd the very ProfefSon whereof ufually is little 
more than to furnifh out a Stage-Phyer • My Ad- 
vice to vou, is, That you obferve the Flowres and 
Airs of fuch Writings, as are moft in Reputation 
for their Elegancy. Yet I am willing that you 
Ihould attentively Read over Smith, his, Myflery of 
Rhetoric Vnveiki, that you may not be Ignorant 
©f what Figures they pretend unto. 

But I will take this Opportunity to tell you. 
That there is no where to be found any fuch Rhe- 
toric, as there is in our Sacred Scriptures. Even a 
Pagan Longinus himfelf, will confefs. The Sublime, 
fhining in them. There can be nothing fo Beau- 
tiful, or fo AffeBuosss as the Figures every where 
^led in them. They are Life, All meer Humane 
Fkurijhes are but Ch.iff to the Wheat that is there. 
Yea, they are an Hammer that breaks the Rocks to 
Tieees. In them the GOD of Glory Thunders, yea, 
does it very marveUouJly \ There is in them that 
J'oice of the Lord which is full op Majefiy. For the 
Tulpit Oratory, which is what you have in View, 
there can be nothing more advifeable, than to be 
a fvlafter of Scripture-Pbrafes, and employ them 
with an agreeable Ingenuity, on aU fit Occafions. 

i 
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I will add, I know not but a Lamy^ in his VArt 
ie Varler, may give you fome hints that niay be 
not unufeful to you. 

Nor can I encourage you to fpcnd very much 
Time, in that which goes under the Name of 
LOGIC, /f my excellent Friend Langius, in his 
Noble MeMcifu Mantis, [ which I commend unto 
you, to be diligently perufed, as an IntroduSion to 
all vour Studies of the Sciences, 3 had not com- 
pelled me to a Contempt of the Vulgar Logic, 
learnt in our Colleges, as a fort of meet MoroLgy,. 
yet a little ferious* Recolle^ion would have 
brought me to it- What is there ufually got by 
the Vulgar Logic, but only to be furniflied with a 
Parcel of Terms, which inflead of Lading the 
Mind into the Truth, enables one r-ather to carry 
on Altercations, and Logomachies, by which the 
Force of Truth may be at Pleafure, and by fome 
little Trick, evaded. The Power and Procefs of 
Reafon is Natural to the Soul of Man ; And thofe 
Mafttrs of Reafon, who argue the moft Rationally, 
and make the . moft Rational Refearcbes into the 
true State of Things, and who take the moft Rea- 
finable Meafures for their Conduct:, and who in all 
things arrive to the moft notable Difcoverks, I 
pray, what fort of Logicians are they ? Either they 
pever once read a Page of any BurgcfJiclus, or 
elfe they have unlearnt and forgot all their Vulgar 
Logic. I am fure, they rarely trouble their Heads 
to recall the OU Risks whicii they have recited 
unto their Tutors. To exhibit in the pompous 
Form of an Art, what every One does by meer 
flature and Cujlom, and fabricate it into ilich a 
F z fliape 
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ihppe as that of the Vulgar Logie, and With fbch 
trifling Applications and Illuftrations, as 'tis ufu- 
■Uy done, appears as impertinent, as if one (hould 
with much Formality teach the Art of Eating or 
thinking ot Walking. And it might with equal 
Solemnity be ihown, what Points of Regular Ma- 
nagement are exemplified by the Boys playing at 
their Marbles. The moft Valuable Thing in Lo- 
gic, and the very Termination of it, is, 7^< Doe* 
trine of Syliogifms. And yet it is notorious, that 
as all Syllogizing is only to confirm you in a Truth 
which you are already the Owner of, fo, no Lo* 
gie has yet given us all the IJveral Ways of SyBo* 
giz,ing that may be run into j And it is as notori- 
ous, that while an expanded Syllogizing is rec- 
koned no other than an Indecency in ordinary 
Writing as well as Talking, our only Syllogizing is 
that which we call. An Enthymeme : Such a thing 
is evident, and therefore fuch a Thing to be infer- 
red from it, is alfo evident. iTotwitbfanding, left 
me JItould offend them, go dip into your Logic. But 
count it enough, if you have gone through a 
Milton, or a Gutberletb, or a Watts. Indeed, fomci 
Treatifes, that clear up the Maxims of Reafen, and 
may Strengthen you and Sharpen you in the Ufe 
of it. you may do well to look into. The Art 
Cogitendi, may pafs for One of thofe : And tho* 
for fome Reafons, I would be excufed from Re- 
commending an Effay of Humane XJnderftandingf 
which is much in Vogue, yet I can approve your 
perufing of Oldfield, his Improvement of Reafon, 
Byt for the Vnlgar Logic, I muft fr^y fay, yoa 
lofe Time, if you fleer any otherwifc in it, than. 
Touch and Go. 


What 
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I fay of Logic ^ ^ I fay of Metaphy{icks ; 
which a learned Man too juftly calls, Difciplinarum 
Omnium Excrementum, tho’ fhe would fee up for 
the ^een of Sciences. If you have got a Maccovi- 
«f, or a Jacchatts into your Head, you have as 
much as I Ihould care for : To which indeed 
fome Acquaintance with a Cafianaus^ 6r fbme 
fuch Fencer for Difinliions, may be added. But 
then to Weave any more Cobwebs in y®ur Brains ; 
to what Purpofe is it ? This however, is one of 
the FhingSf which I will Affirm ctmjiantly j That 
as a Suarez,^ than whom you cannot eafily find a 
greater dealer in Metapbyficksf after all declared. 
The Hostrs which he took in Studying and Ex- 
amining and Redifying his own Hearty were of 
infinitely more Ufe and Worth to him than all 
his Metaphyfeal and Voluminous Lucubrations ; 
you fliall in like manner find, that you may eafiiy 
employ your Hours to better Purpofe, than in 
Metafbjfical and Imaginary Difquifitions. 

As for ETHICS, tho’ fuch Things as the,E/i5;- 
e« ebrifiana of a Darseut, be among the Ibingt 
which cannot be ffioken againji, yet of That whereon 
they employ the ‘F lough fo long in many Acade- 
mies, I will venture to fay, *tis a Vtle Thing j and 
no other than what honeft Vockeroius has juftly 
called it j Impietat in Artst formam redahla. It is 
all over a Sbami It prefent^ you with a Moch- 
Haffinep ^ It prefctibes to you Moek Vertues for 
the coming at it: And it pretends to give you a 
Religion without a CKte.IST, and a Life of PIE- 
TY without a Living Principle ; a Good Life with 
no ocher than Dead Works filling of it. It is not 

amils 
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amifs for you, to know- what tliis Paganifat js j 
and therefore you may, if you pleafe, beftpw a 
fhort Reading upon a Golius, Or a Mere ; gut be 
more of a Cbriftian, than to look on the Encbiri- 
iim of the Author laft mentioned, as. Next the 
Bibky the hefi Book in the World- Study no Other 
Ethicsy but what is in the Bible ■ and confulc fuch 
Books, as they Fertu Cbrifiianijmt/s of an Arndty 
whereby Hundreds of Thoufands have been bro^c 
into the Life of GOD. 

So much Ethics as treats, Ve Deeoroy and may 
inftrud you in the. Rules of Behaviour , I heartily 
cotmnend unto you. And yet, even thefe are beft 
learnt by a Wife Obfervation of what you fee 
pafles in the Convcrfation of Politer People: 
And by wifely confidering how they are indeed 
all Embryo'd in that one Word, MODESTY j 
which Renders every one his D«e, and affumes 
nothing undue to ones felf : Or, comprized in that 
one Maxim, Do and Say nothing that may he jufily 
offenfive to the Company. The Truth is ; The mofl 
exa^ and conftanti?«/«o/ Bebavioury will be found 
Rules of chrifianity \ For which Caufe it pleafed 
our Glorious Redeemer more than once to give 
them. Every Chrifian as far as he keeps to his 
own Rules will be fo far a Gentleman. And for 
this Caufe, I again advife you to a Careful Study 
of them. 

8. POETRY, whereof we have now even 
an Antediluvian Piece in our Hands, has from the 
Beginning been in fucli Requeft, that I muft 
needs recommend unto you lome Acquaintance 
with it. Though feme have had a Soul fo JJnmu- 
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/cJ, that they Iiave decried all Fer/e, as being but 
a meer TUying and Fiddling upon fVerds j All Verji- 
fjittg, as if if were more Unnatural than if we 
ihould chufe Dancing inftead of Walking j and/J/wse, 
as if it were but a fort of Morifco Dancing with 
BeSs : Yet I cannot wifli you a Soul that ftiall be 
wholly Unpoetical. An Old Horace has left us an 
iirf of *Bottrj^ which you may do well to ^ftow a 
Perufal on. And befides your Lpick Hours^ I 
wlfii you may fa far underftand an Epic Toem, 
that the Beauties of an Homer and a Firgil may be 
difcerned with you. As to the Moral part of Ho- 
mer, ’tis true, and let me not be counted a Zoilut 
for faying fo, that by firft exhibiting their Godi 
as no better than Rogues, he fet open the Flood- 
gates for a prodigious Inundation of Wickednefs 
to break in upon the Nations, and was one of the 
grcatejl Jpofiles the Devil ever had in the World. 
Among the reft that felt the III Impreflions of 
this Univerfal Corrupter, ( as Men of the beft Sen- 
timents have called him , ) One was that over- 
grown Robber, of execrable Memory, whom we 
■celebrate under the Name of Alexander the Great ; 
who by his continual Admiring and Studying of 
his Iliad, and bv following that falfe Model of 
Heroic Virtue fet before him in his Achilles, be- 
came one of the worft of Men, and at length in- 
flated with the Ridiculous Pride of being himfelf 
a Deity, expofed himfclf to all the Scorn that could 
belong unto a Lunatick, And h.cnce, noewith- 
flanding the Veneration which this Ido! has h.a.d, 
y..t Vlato banifhes him out of a Co77mon-lVcaUb,s):\ti 
Welfare whereot he was concerned for. Ne\’et- 
jthclefs, Cufiom or Ccnfciencs obliges him to bear 

TerUmonics 
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Teftimonies unto many Points of Morality- And 
it is efpecially obfervable,That he commonly pro- 
pounds ?rayer to Heaven as a moft necelTary Pre- 
face unto all Important Enterprizes ; and when 
the Action comes on too fuddenly for a more ex- 
tended Supplication, he yet will <iot let it come on 
without an Ejaculation j and he never fpeaks of 
any Supplication bur he brings in a Gracious Anf- 
wer to it. I havefeen aTravefteering High-Flyer, 
not much, to our DiChonour, Scoff at Homer 
for this ; as making his AAors to be like thofs 
whom the Englilh call Dijfenters- But then, we 
are fo much led into the Knowledge of Antiqui- 
ties, by reading of this Toet, and into fci many 
Parts of the Recondite Learning, that notwithftand- 
ing forae little Nods in him, not a few Acute Pens 
Eetides the old Bifliop of TheJfalonica\ have got a 
Reputation by regaling us with Annotations upon 
him. Yea, Tho' One can’t but fmile at the Fan- 
cy of Croefe, who tries with much Oftentation of 
Erudition, to (how. That Homer has all along ten - 
dred us in a Difguife and Fable, the Hifiory of the 
Old Tefi ament, yet many Illuftrations of the facrei 
Scriptures, I find are to be fetched from him j who 
indeed had probably read what was Extant of 
them in his Days j Particularly, Our Eighteenth 
Tfalm is what he has evidently imitated. Virgil 
coo, who fo much lived upon him, as well as after 
him, is unaccountably mad upon his Fate, which 
he makes to be he knows not what himfelf, but 
Superiourto Gods as well as to Men, and thro’ his 
whole Compofures he fo afferts the Doftrine of 
this Nonfenfical Power, as is plainly inconfiftent 
with ail Virtue. And what fatal Mifihief did 
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Tafclttator do to the Roman Empire, when by Dei- 
fying one Great Emperor, he taught the Succef* 
fors CO claim the Adoration of GoJs, while they 
were perpetrating the Crimes of Devils ? I will 
not be a CarbiUus upon him; nor will I fay any 
thing, how little the Married State owes uncO 
One who writes as if he were a Woman bat^ ; 
Nor what his Blunders are about his poor-fpirited 
and inconfiftenc Hero, for which many have taxed 
him- Neverthelefs, ’tis obferved, That the Pagans 
had no Rules of Manners, that were more Laudable 
and Regular than what are to be found in him. 
And fome have faid. It is hardly poJfMe ferioup to 
Read bis Works without being more di^ofed unto Good’* 
fteji, as well as being agreeably entertained^ Be furc, 
h&dyirgil wrir before Plato, hisWorks had not been 
any of the Books prohibited. But then. This Pott 
alfo has abundance of Rare Antiquities for us : 
And fuch Things, as others befides a Seroistt, have 
imagined that they have inftruAed and obliged 
Mankind, by employing all djeir Days upon* 
Wherefore if his eASneis, which €10’ it were once 
near twenty times as big as he has left it, yet he 
has left it unfinifhed,may not appear fo valuable to 
you, that you may think Twenty f^en Verfes oi 
the Part that is the moft hniihed in it, worth One 
and Twenty Hundred Pounds and odd Money, 
yet his GeorgieksfWhicb he put his laft Hand unto, 
will furnifli you with many things far from Def* 
picable. But after all, when I faid, I was willing 
that the Beauties of thele Two Poets, might become 
yijible to your Vijive Faculty in Poetry, I did nOC 
mean, that you fhould Judge nothing to be Ad- 
mittafile into an Epic poem, which is not Autho- 
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tifed by their Example ; but I perfe(aiy concur 
with One who is inexpreffibly more capable to 
be a Judge of fuch a Matter than I can be ; That 
it is a falje Critic who.w/VA a fetuUnt Jir^ will infult 
Rtafcn itfelfi if it frefumes to oppofe fucb Authority ^ 

I proceed now to fay. That if ( under the Gui- 
dance of a Vida ) you try your young Wings now 
and then to .fee what Flights you can make, at 
ktft for an Epigram, it may a little fharpen your 
Senfe, and polife your Stjle, for more important 
Performances ; For this Purpofe you are now e- 

ven overftock’d with Patterns, and Poemata 

You may, like Nazianzen, all your Days, 
make a little Recreation of Poetry in the midft of 
your more painful Studies. Neverthelefs, I can- 
not but advife you, IVithbold thy Throat from Thirfi, 
Be not fo fet upon Poetry, as to be always poring 
on the Pajfionate and Meafured Pages. Let not 
what (hould be Sauce rather than Feed for you,En- 
grofs all your Application. Beware of a Bound- 
/f/and Uckly Appetite, for the Reading of the 
Teems, which now the Rickety Nation fwarms with- 
al : And let not the Cire/ean Cup intoxicate you. 
But efpccially preferve the Chaflity of your Soul 
from the Dangers you may incur, by a Converfa- 
tion with Mufts that are no better than Harlots ; 
Among which are others befides Ovid’s Epiftles, 
which for their Tendency to excite and foment 
Impure Flames, and caft Coals into your Befom, 
deierve rather to be thrown into the Fire, than to 
be laid before the Eye which a Covenant mould be 
made withal. Indeed, not meerly for the Impit- 

ritiu which they convey^ but aifo on fome other 
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Accounts^ the Towers of Darknef have a Library a- 
mong us, whereof the Toets have been the moft 
iJumerous as Well as the moft Venemotss Authors. 
Moft of the Modern Tlaysy as well as the Roman- 
ees and Jt^ovels and FiHions, which arc a fort of 
Poemsy do belong to the Catalogue of this curfed 
Library. The Plays, I fay, in which there are fo 
many Paffages, that have a Tendency to over- 
throw all Piety, that one whofe Name is Bedford, 
has cxtraAed near Seven Thoufand Inftances of 
them, from the Plays chiefly of but Five Years 
preceeding ; and fays awfully upon them, Tbty 
are Natiopal Sins, and therefore call for National 
plagues ; And if GOD fmld enter into Judgment all 
the Blood in the Nation would not be able to atoftt for 
them. How much do I wifli that fuch Peftilen- 
ces, and indeed all thofe worfe thanEgyptian Toads, 
C the Spawns pf a Butler, & a Brovm, and a JVard, 
•nd a Company whofe Name it Legion ! j might 
never crawl into your Chamber ! The unclean Spi^ 
fits that come like Frogs iut of the Mouth of the Dra- 
gon, and of the Beaf j which go forth unto the young 
People of the Earth, and expofe them to be dealt 
withal as the Enemies of GOD, in the Battle of 
the Great Day of the Almighty, As for thofe wret- 
ched Scribbles of Madmen, My Son, Touch them 
mt,Tafte them not, Handle them not : Thou wilt perifs 
in the ufing of them. Thely are. Tit Dragons whofe 
Contagious Breath Peoples the dark Retreats of Death. 
To much better Purpofe will an Excellent but an 
Envied Slackmore feaft you, than thofe Vile Rap- 
ftdies ( of that Vinum Damonum ) which you will 
find always leave a Taint upon your Mind, and a- 
mopg other ill EfFefts, will fcniibly indifpofs you 
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to converfe with the Holy Oracles of GOD your 

SAVIOUR. 

But there is, what I may rather call a Varenthf 
fit tl aa a Digrejfm, which this may be not alto- 
gether an Improper Place for the introducing of. 

£ There has been a deal of a do about a STYLE; 
So much, that I muft offer you my Sentiments 
upon it. There is a IVay of (Vritim,, wherein the 
Author endeavours, that the Reader may have 
fmetbing t9 the Turptfe in every Paragraph- There 
is not only a Vigour fenfible in every Sentence, but 
the Paragraph is embellifhed with Vrof table Refer- 
tms, even to fomething beyond what is direBly 
§K)kfin. Formal and Painful Rotations are not 
ftudied ; yet all that could be learnt from them 
is infinuated. The Writer pretends not untoRead- 
ingt yet he could not have writ as he does if he 
had not Read very much in his Time ; and his 
Compofures are not only a Cloth of Gold, but alfo 
ftuck with as many Je^t, as the Gown of a 
KufHan Embaffador. THiis IVajt bf Writing has 
been decried by many, and is at this Day more 
than ever fo, for the fame Reafon, that in the old 
Story, the Grapes were decried. That they were, nos 
Ripe. A Lazy,^ Ignorant, Conceited Sett of Au- 
thors, would perfwade the whole Tribe, to lay a- 
fide that Way of Writing, for the fame Reafon 
that one would have perfwaded his Brethren to 
part with the Enempbrance pf their Buflty Tails. 
But. however Fajhion and Humour may prevail, 
they muft not thinl? that the Club at their CcJ'ie- 
Jioufe is, A3 the World ; but there will always be 
ihofe, who will in this Cafe be governed by In- 
dijputable J^afen; And who will think that the 
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real Excellency of a Book will never ly in faying 
ef little ; That the lefs one has for his Money in 
a Book, ’tis really the more Valuable for it j and 
that the lefs one is inftruded in a Book, and the 
more of Superfluous Margin^ and Superficial ffd- 
rangue, and the lefs of Subfiantial Matter one has 
in it, the more tis to be accounted of.And if a more 
MalTy Way of Writing be never fo much dilgufted 
at This Day, a Better Guft will come on, as will 
feme other Thing, ejua jam Ceddere, In the 
mean time. Nothing appears to me more Imper- 
tinent and Ridiculous than the Modem Way, [ I 
cannot fay. Rule j For they have None 1 ] of Criti- 
eifing. The Blades that fet up for Criticks, I know 
not who conftituted or commiflion’d ’em ! — they 
appear to me, for the moft part as Contemptible, as 
they are a Supercilious Generation. For indeed no 
Two of them have the fame Style ; and they are 
as intollerably Crofs-grain’d and fevere in their 
Cenfures upon one another, as they are upon the 
reft of Mankind. But while each of them, con- 
ceitedly enough, fets up for the Standard of Perfec- 
tion, we are entirely at a Lofs which Fire to fol- 
low. Nor can you eafily find any one thing 
wherein they agree for their Style, except perhaps 
a perpetual Care to give us Jejune and Empty 
Pages, without fuch Touches of Erudition ( to fpeak 
in the Style of an Ingenious Traveller) as may 
make the Dilcourles left Tedious, and more Enrich- 
ifgs to the Mind of him that perufes them. There 
is mucb^Talk of a Florid Style, obtaining among 
the Pens, that are moft in Vogue ; but how often 
would it puzzle one, even with the beft Glalfes 
to find the Flowru ! And if they were to be Chaf- 

tized 
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tized for it, it would be wirh much what as much 
ofjuftice, as Jercm was, for being a Ciceronian. Af- 
ter all, Every Man will have his own ^tyle^ which 
will diftinguift him as much as his Cate : And if 
you can attain to that which I have newly def- 
cribed, but always writing fo as to give an Eafy 
Conveyance unto your lie/%y I would not have you 
by any Scourging be driven out of your Gate^ but 
if you muft confeis a Vault in it, make a Confeffi- 
on like that of the Lad, unto his Father while he 
was beating him for his Ve^fifjing. 

However, fince every Man will have his own 
Style, I vvould pray, that we may learn to treat 
one^notfaer with mutual Civilities, and Condefeen- 
fions, and handfomely indulge one another in this, 
as Gentlemen do in other Matters. 

I Wonder what ails People, that they can’t let 
Cicero write in the S/^/e of Cicero, and Seneca writs 
in the ( much other ! ) Style of Seneca ; and own 

that B'i/h may pleafe in their feveral Ways. 

But I will freely tell you ; what has made me 
confider the Humourijls that fet up for Criticks upon 
Style, as the moft Unregardable Set of Mortals in the 
World, is This Far more Illuftrious Criticks than 
any of thofe to whom I am now bidding Defi- 
ance, and no lefs Men than your Erafmus’s, and 
your Gretius's, have taxed the Greek Style of the 
Nevs Tejiament, With I know not what Solacifms 
and Barbariftns • And, how many learned Folks 
have Obfcqinoufly run away with the Notion ! 
Whereas ’tis an Ignorant and an IrSoltntWhimfey’, 
which they have been guilty of. It may be fand 
particularly by an Ingenious Elackwal, it has 
bsenj Denionftrated, That the Gentlemen are 

paiftaksa 
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iniftaken In every one of their pretendeJInOancc?; 
All the Unqueftionable Clajpcks, may be brought 
in, to convince them of their Miftakes- Thofe 
Glorious Oracles are as fure Greek as ever was 
written in the World ,• and fo Correcl:, fo Noble, 
fo Sublffne is their Style, that never any thing un- 
der the Cope of Heaven, but the Old Tefiamen:, 
has equall’d it.] 

%. 9. What we call NATURAL PHILOSO- 
PHY, is what I muft encourage you to fpend 
much more Time in the Study of. 

Do it, with continual Contemplations znA agree- 
able Aciaio-mledgements of the Infinite GOD, whole 
Perfetflions are fo difplay’d in His Works before 
you, that from them, you cannot but be perpetu- 
ally ravidied into the Acclamations of. How Great 
•is Hu GoodnejS and Hu Beauty ! 

Do it, with a Defip to be led into thofe Vhws 
wherewith you will in Ways moft Worthy of a 
Man effectually ^bo-w yeurjelf a Man, and may 
with Unutterable Satisfaction anfwer the main 
END of yo«r Being, which is. To Glorify GOD; 
and therein alfo Difbharge the Office of a Trh-fl 
for the Creation ; which, how fweet a, Token for 
Good, muft it be unto you 

When I faid. Natural Fhjlofoply/, you may be 
fure, I did not mean, the Peripatetic : For I hear- 
tily fubferibe to theCenfure of Chriflianm Thomafim 
upon it ; Omne Temps/s pro Perdito judicandum, e^tsod 
hi Phyficatn Peripateticorum impenditur ; ita inepta et 
ftulta ibi funt Omnia. It is indeed amazing to fee 
the Fate of the Writings which go under the 
Kams of Arifiotle. Firft falling into the hands of 

thofr 
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thofe who could not Read them, and yet for the 
lake of the Famous Author were willing to kee^ 
them j they were for a long while hid under 
Ground f where many of them deferved a Lodging. 
And from this Place of Darknefs the Torn or 
Worn Manufcripts were anon fetched out j and 
imperfedly and unfaithfully enough tranfcribed, 
and conveyed from Athens to Rome, where Cofiet 
were in like Manner taken of them. The Sara- 
cens by’nd by got them, and ( the Concife and 
Broken Style a little fuiting them ) they fpoke 
Arabic j and even in Africa there were many A- 
rifioteleam Schools ereiited. They were from thence 
brought ewer into Spain, and Exhibited with fuch 
Tranjlations and Commentaries as it pleafed the Ara- 
bians to beftow upon them. When Learning re- 
vived under Cbarlemaigne, all Europe turned Arifio^ 
telean ; yea, in fome XJniverfities they fwore Alle- 
giance to him j and, O Monftrous ! if I am not 
mifinformed, they do in fome Univerjities at this 
Day foolifhly and jjrofanely on their Knees con- 
tinue to do 10. With the Vile ‘Perfon that made 
himfelf the Head of the Church at Rome, this 
Muddy-headed Pagan divided the Empire over the 
Chriftian World j but extended his Empire further 
than he, or ever any Tamerlane. For the very 
Jews themfelves became his Vaffals, with a Tra- 
dition of his having fome Relation to, or at leaft 
fome Acejuaintance with, their Fathers. And tho* 
Europe has, with fierce and long Struggles about 
if, begun to fhake off the Slv“kles, he does to This 
Day, under the Name of A),lis, continue to Ty- 
rannize over Humane Underftanding in a great 
Part of the Oriental World, No Mortal elfe ever 

had 
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fia 3 fuch a Prerogative to Govern Mankhafj ZS tin's 
Thiltjofher ; who after the prodigious Cairloads 
of SruiF, that has been Written to explain him 
[ For within a few Centuries after Albertos Mag- 
nus, there were Twelve Thoufand Authors th.ac 
wrote upon him ; or followed him and defended 
him ; and by a probable Computation, there' 
have fince been more than as many more ! ] he 
yet remains in many other Things befides his 
Entelechia fufficientlv Unintelligible^ and forever in 
almoft all things Unprofitable. Avicen^ after hs 
had read his Metapbyfich Forty times over, and 
had them all bvHeart, was forced after all, to lay 
them afide, inDefpair of everUnderftanding them. 
Have done then, with yonr Maghm, and your 
Eu^achius^ and your Hcercboord • and the reft of 
the 'Jargon-Writers, Juft fofar as to fee a little ovb.-.t 
they fay, you may look into them. ; Whatfoever a 
more, cometh of Evil, and Evil will Come of it. 

Some Eminent Perfbns, befides a Sennerws and 
a Valefius, tired with tlie Acadetnical Futilities, have 
at length betaken themfelves to the beft Schuol 
for Pbilofvpby as well as for Theology- Thz Mofaic 
Philofophy in the Scheme that Comcr.ius has given of 
it, is much admired and embraced in fome Re- 
forming Univerfirics ; and you will do vi'ell to 
beftowa deliberate Reading upon it- The, 
lofophia Fetus ac Vent, of the rare Dick:nfc:i, has 
given us a yet finer Piece of Mofaic Work, whicn 
muft always be honourably fpoken of. Bur, tho 
it be true, that the Sacred Scriptures have a uhasta-u'- 
Thilofophj in them, and a Memorable Dutchman 
lias lacely demonftrared, that, according to what 
every Day makes mors and moj* Evident, the 
II Frovi.w 
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Trophttic Spirit from whofe hfpiratioa they arg 
given to us, knew and own'd, the now moft indif- 
cuted Things which occur in the Difcoveries of 
our Modem Pbilofophy ; yet it is now plain, theFirft 
Chapter of Gtnefts, (as well as the relt of the Bible, 
which refers to the Syjiem of the W orld, ) has not 
been well underftood by moft of the Gentlemen 
that have writ upon it. However, becaufe of 
the Regard therein paid unto Mofts, and the Tra- 
iuSion of our Tbilofopby from the Holy Fountains, (tho 
Tlato be advanced with him ) I do particularly 
approve your pernfing of the, Pbilofopbia generalis, 
written by our equally Modeft and Learned Gale, 
(b 4s to rtake yourfelf a Matter of it. I cannot 
butconfeis, thttthe Hyfotbefes which the more 
Ingenious and Inquifitive Sons of the Wild Ajfes 
Colt, have hitherto tnoftly valued themfelves up- 
on, have been too juftly called, Vhilefop^ical Ro- 
minds, and it may be, what is now moft in Vogue, 
may anon be refuted and refufed like its Predeoef- 
fors. Nevcrthelefs, I would have you take what 
may appear leaft likely to prove Romantic. And 
therefore, as thorough an Infight as you can get 
into the Principles of our ^Perpetual DiBstor, the 
Incomparable Sr. Ifm Ntn/ton, is what i mighti- 
ly commend unto yon. 

Be fure. The Experimental Pbilofophy is that, 
in which alone your Mind can be at all eftablifli- 
cd. Tor this Purpofe, befides your more occafio- 
nally Converftng with fuch things as, our Philo- 
fophicalTranfaBions, and feveral Communications 
of our IlIuftrioHS Boy/, andofHoo^, and of Grew, 
and Cbejne, and Keil, and thofe alfothat have writ- 
ten- the iJatitrtl Hijlory of ffiveral Places, [and 
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fuch Outlandifli Writings as thofe of B.irthollmi, 
and BoreUus^ and the German Efhemerides 3 I would 
Commend unto you. The Religious Thilofopher, of 
the Admirable Nieuentyt; and what has been com- 
municated by our Induftrious Ray, and our Inge- 
nuous Dexbam, who ftill nobly ferve Religion as 
well as Bhilofofhy, And whatever it might be for 
m to fay fo unto any One elfe, 1 hope, ‘it will be 
no Indecency for me to fay fo unto you j That 
if you defire to fee the largeft Colleaion, I have 
yet feen of the DifcoverHs which the iaft Age Las 
made in Bhilofophy,z&Apstt6i unto the general Capa- 
city of Readers j and fhort Effays upon every 
Article, to Show and Raife thofe Difpofitions of 
PIETY, wherein the Works of the Holy and Blef- 
fed GOD invite us to Live unto Him j together 
with the Firft Claim that I have ever yet feen fo 
explicitly made on the behalf of a Glorious 
CHRIST, and the Confideration due to him in 
our Philofopby ; you have this prepared for you in 
a Book Entituled, THE CHRISTIAN PHILO- 
SOPHER. 

Above all, I would have you fee to it, that 
you be not, like feme haughty, and fiiort-fighted, 
and half-witted, Smatterers in Tbilofophy, feduced 
into the Folly of doubting the Exijlence or Provi- 
dence of a Glorious GOD, by a Study, which, if 
well-purfued, would Compel you to come in to a 
Strmg Faith, wherewith you would give Glory to 
Him, on all Occafions. I hope, every ftep of 
your Study, will give you more and more Satis- 
fadion, of what One of our Beft Philoflphers, 
the Author of. The Natural Hijlary of the Earth, ad- 
heres uri60 i Tkt as ybe World was at frli Created, 
H 2 fa 
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fo it h/u been ever fince frefer'veJ, by the Jmmeiiati 
HW of GOD. You wiH fee, That the Influences 
of one thing upon another in the Cowfe of Nature 
are purely from the Omnipotent and Omniprefenc 
GOD, adluatly forever at Work, according to 
His own LawSf and putting His Lawt in Execu- 
tion, and as the Univerfal Caufe producing ihofe 
Eiie^, whereof the Creatures are but what One 
may call. The Occafonal Caufes. You will alfo be 
often and quickly carried up into thofe Immechatt- 
icd Prikcifla, from Whence, The next fiep is into 
GOD ! The Gravitation of Bodies is One of themi 
For which No Caufe can be affigned, but the 
of the Gkriocs GOD, who is the Firp Caufe of 
all.

§. lo. The MATHEMATICKS will be, next 
unto Philcfepbyy a nobls Study for you ; The moil 
Effential Parts whereof, you have in the Curfns 
Mathematictfs oi an Oz,anam fo delivered unto you, 
that indeed you will hardly need any more. Tho* 
you are ihaping for a Divine, yet I fliould not be 
iurry to fee you as Exquifite a Mathematician as 
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tlie Excellent Vitifcm, who, tho’ he were a Divine^ 
yet without a Tutor became fuch Attain- 

er in this Real Learnings that Melchior Adam cries 
out, Jdud Mirandum ! upon it : And it caufed 
the Noble lycho Brahe to fay, Optarem plures ejus- 
modi Concionatores reperiri : forte phu effot in its C/r- 
cHmfpeUi et SoUdi Judicii. I ffitould not be forty 
to fee a WaUts^ or a Wilkins ^ or a Barrow^ revived 
in you, if your Genius lead you to it. 

Bf-fides the other Ufes of ARITHMETIC and 
GEOMETRY, C wherein an Hid and an Euclid, 
or. The Teung Mathematicians Guide of a Ward, in- 
ftead of Both, may fingularly be commended for 
you, 3 you will find this Benefit by the Study of 
them ; They will Neceffitate and Habituate your 
Mind unto that Strong Attention, which will -mar- 
velloufly Qualify you for more Important Services, 
and make a Strong Reafmer of you, and a very 
Regular and Coha:rent Speaker. They, were dif- 
tinguifhed by the Name of Aiathefii, and made 
the Firfi Learning in fbme Ancient Schools, for 
this very Reafon. And you may be fare, 1 Ihould 
reckon it a furtherEncouragement unto the Study, 
if the General Rule might hold without any Ex- 
ception, That Great Mathematicians ufe to be Men 
of Good Morals ; It feems that their Intenfe v^/>ffi- 
cations and Speculations are inconfiftent with De- 
haucberies, Wliile you are thus employed, Mc- 
thinks, it might be a pretty Diverfion to go thro’ 
feme of Leybeurns Mathematical Recreations. 

But you muft alfo f>ar Upwards, to the Attain- 
ments of ASTRONOMY. For though cf later 
Ages, the Voluminous Teftatus whom they comple- 
msated as having all the Learning in the World, 

were 
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were no better an Afiremmery than Martyr^ 
and Awhife, and Theoiorety and Chryfojlomy and 
Aufiin himfelf, ‘who in the more Early Ages de- 
claimed violently againft the Spherical Figure of the 
Heavens; I ftiould be loth you Ihould thro’ Igno- 
rance in Afirottomyy ever fall into what even a 
yerom would call StuUilotjuium in Ecclefia- Where- 
fore, I cannot but advile you to be well inftruc- 
ted in the Afiremmicd LeEiuresy as of an Accurate 
KeiUy fo of the Acute Whifttm ; while we are 
Mourning, that he who fo excellently ferves us in 
Afironmy, fliould fo unhappily hurt us in Divinitpy 
and call into Queftion, ( as a Dubious Problem ) 
the Infinite and Eternal Godhead of Him FOR. 
whom, as well as BY whom, the Sun and the S>ears 
were created. 

At the fame time, I hope, there is no need of 
my faying any thing to diffwade you from rhe 
Study of JUDICIAL ASTROLOGY : The 
mo^ln judicious Thing in the World : All Futiliey j 
All Impiety ; All of a Piece with the ridiculous 
Whim of a Geffarel, who maintains. That the Stars 
in the Heavens do ftand ranged in the form of 
Hebrew Letters, and that it is poflible to Read there 
whatever is to happen of Importance throughout 
the Univerfe. And yet perhaps, there may be 
fome Need for me to Caution you againft being 
Difmay’d at the Signs of the Heavens, or having any 
Superftitious Fancies upon Eclipfes and the like 
Occurrences, or thinking that if there were a Con- 
junciion of all the ^'lanets in Pifees, it would por- 
tend that the VV'orld fhould be Droivned' Yea, I 
am willing that the Cometomancy which has hither- 
to fo much reigned, even in the meft Hone^ 

Mhulsy 
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M'tndsy be laid afide with you ; and that you be 
apprehenfive of nothing Portentous io Blazing Stars, 
except it ftiould be apprehended, that in their FJ. 
liftic Motions they may make fo near an Appulfc 
unto this Globe as to bring feme Confufion upon 
it. For my Parr, I know not whether all our 
Worlds, and even the Sun it felf, may not fare the 
better for them. Some, that know more than I, 
do think fo. Indeed, if you perfwadea World, 
here Ifmg inWicktdmJi,ihtxtto fee tL?ra!fage,^ni to 
take a n aming, (tom the tremendous View of a 
World in a State of Puniffment, I will fay. Go on and 
*l^ro^er. 

liut I will now fo far fetch you down from the 
Stars, and fee you down on your Native Soyi, as 
to tell you. That there is nothing Mathematical 
to which I more advife you, than the eafyStudy of 
GEOGRAPHY- Perhaps the Scituation of P.*- 
radije and of Palefiine, and of the Places mentioned 
in the Sacred Scriptures, may be what you would 
be willing to be firft of all acquainted with. And 
tor ,his, l.et the Admirable Bochart be your princi- 
pal TnftruAor. What has been chiefly taken 
from him, and from two or thiee more, in three 
or tour Ociavo’i under the Title of Sacred Gtogra- 
fhy, C by one Wills, '] may herein alfobe of feme 
Ufe to you. The Pijgab Sight of a fuller, will be 
read with a Tlcafure equal to the Profit • and the 
Palefiina lllufirata of a Roland, perhaps with a Profit 
greater than the Fleojure. But you will not give 
over, till more of the World, has come into your 
Knowledge, than the Decree of an Augufrus could 
reach unto.

thing of a Work Entitoled, Geography ReStifiedf 
becaufe *ds not eafy to find a Work that more 
wants to be ReBified • bat what 1 (ay neid, is, chat 
the jitloi GeograpbaSf will be a yet more inftru<ftive 
Guide for you,tn your taking theTour of the feve- 
ral Regions in it. You may then, as your Inclinati- 
ons may carry you, with Delight and 5tf/«^make 
your Vifits to particular Countrys and Citys, in 
the Defcriptions given bf them. And here, while 
I fuppofe, that what a Camhden has given you m 
his Britomia, Jwill be no unaccepraUs Entertain- 
ment for you, I cannot but notify it unto you, 
that. The Engtijh Empire in America ^ defer i bed by 
OatOldmxonf is the moft foolifh and faithlels 
Performance in this Kind, that ever Mankind was 
abufed withal. 1 am defirous, that you proceed 
and peruie many of the ItavtU that have been 
publilhed i and ( if you dare not venture upon a 
Purchas) by converfing with, many more than 
what are exhibited in that Rich Colledion which 
goes under the Name of, Itinerantum atque Navi^ 
gantitmt Bibliotheca, you may with little Expence 
or Hazard become a notable Traveller. In your 
thus Riding a Circuit, you will efpecially inform 
yoarfelf about. The State of Religion, in the World: 
[ And methinks, Tagets Cbrifiianography, and Brier^ 
w-'ood's Enquiries, may particularly deferve a Read- 
ing with you : ] i^nd you will have your Heart 
thereupon raifed in Sentiments of Gratitude unto 
a Sovereign GOD, who has caft your Lot among 
a People whom He has known above moft of the Fa~ 
tnilies of the Earth : Even fo Righteous Father, for fo 
it pleafts thee .' — and CmpaJJm for a World over

This Eafy Study will ot on- 
Fy furnifli you to maintain a Profitable Cmverfation, 
and a Communication that may minifier Grace, and 
be ever Acceptable, to the Hearers ; But if you 
prove a Man of Concern for the Kingdom of GOD in 
the World, it may bring you to form thofe Projec- 
tions, hy which, as little as you are in your own Eyes, 
whole Nations may anon come to fare the bettec 
for you. 

For MUSIC, I know not what well to fay. — 
Dp as you pleafe. If you Fancy it, I don’t Forbid 
it. Only do not for the fake of it. Alienate your 
Time too much, from thole that are more Impor- 
tant Matters. It may be fo, that you may fcrve 
your GOD the better, for the Refrelhment of One 
that can play well on an Injlrument. However, to 
accomplilh yourfelf at Regular Singing, is a thing 
that will be of Daily Ufe to you. For I would 
not have a Day pafs you without Singing, but fo 
as at the lame time to tnake a Melody in your Heart 
unto the Lord ; Befides the Part you may bear, 
Hymnis fuavi/onantis Ecclejia. 

I will conclude this Article, with a Remark 
made by Verault, in his Account of lUufirious Men.

§. ir. If the Emjieror Bafil had not in his In- 
ftru<ftions to a Son, recommended unto him HIS- 
TORY, as a Way of Travelling without Fatigue, yet 
you may be fure. My SON, I fhould have recom- 
mended unto you an Acquaintance with HISTO- 
RY, as one of the moflNeedful and Ufeful Accomll 
plifliments, for a Man that would ferve GOD 
as you Propofe to do. The Praifes of that Me- 
thod which they that handle the Pen of the Writer, 
have taken to fiop the Flood of things, and give a 
Conjijlency and a Duration urito them, that Hifiori- 
ans ufuaily begin their Works vvithal, and tlie 
Flouriflies about. Lux Veritatis, Vita Memorise, Ma- 
gifra Vita, and 1 know not what, are as unnccef- 
fary on tbit Occafion, as they are on that whereon 
we commonly have them. And tho’ perhaps we 
cannot meet with fuch Hiftorians, as Le Moytu 
pleafes to require, but fuch as he fays. Will n-ii 
appear until the Tear when the Philofophers Stone jhaH 
he difcovered j yet I would not have you difcourag- 
cd from Reading the Bef we have. But for this 
Purpole, I lhall be far from advifing you to im- 
pofe on yourfelf, the tedious Task of Reading o- 
ver the Hundreds of Hifieties, wiiicli Degory Wh^ar, 
or the Frenchman who has more lately written, 
VHifieire des Hifioires, may obtrude upon yOu, ex- 
cept you were to have the long Life of an Ante- 
diluvian ^ and e n then alfo, to Read them all 

would 
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would be to fpend much Time impertinently. 
Pehaps a Goncile Body of Univerfal Hiftory, may be 
very properly laid in the Foundation of your Hif- 
torical Studies. And tho’ Hornists, his/srca Nca, be 
Admirable, and Sleidans little Book, De quatuor 
fimmis ImperiUf be far from Defpicable ; yet I 
can’t prefently think of a Better, rfian Matthias 
Trideaux, his Eajy and Compendious JntroduBicn for 
the Reading all Jorts (f Hifortes. Proceed then, to 
fome Volumns of larger Dimenfions j Among 
which I can tell of none that I could more hearti- 
ly commend unto you, than Howel, his Infiitution 
of General Hifiory : And upon this, add, Fuffendof’s 
IntrodtsBion. But I will here Betimes lay in for 
this j In Reading of all Hiftorj, ever now and 
then make a convenient Paufe ; to think. What 
can I fee of the Glorious GOD in thefe Occurrences ? 
And always remember. The Providence of the Gloria 
ous GOD in governing the World, » now under nsy 
Contemplation. 

Doubtlefs you will have a Defre, if you can 
find a Leifure, to Read fome Hifiories of Particular 
Countrys. And here, as I know jione better than 
Mezeray^ for France j Marianay for Spain j Grctius, 
for Holland ; Knoles with Rycauty for the Ottoman 
Empire^ LudolphvSy for Jhyjfmia ; CraJ, for Ruljla;

prefer Baker, for England •, efpecial!y,.if you could 
come at an Edition that was printed before what

fomething in the Title found a little oddly ? ] writ- 
ten by Whitlock, Of the little, Medulla Uipria A»- 
gelicana, may alfo be to you a pretty Abftradl of 
OUi Englip Hifiory. 

But the m«ntion of EngUp Affairs pufljes me, 
even with fome Anticipation, into the Caution 
which I am to give you, about Reading all our 
Common HiftorUs, but none more than the Englip 
ones ; That is. To believe with Difcrction. Alas, 
The Fanity which attends Humane Affairs •' As 
tliere ate maiiy Men and Things that are fcarce 
mentioned in True Hiftory^ which deferve a men- 
tion more than fome that are univerfally celebrat- 
ed ; What .Here’s are buried among thofe who liv- 
ed before the Days of Agmemnon ? And Walter 
jUtttnbtrg i$ lefs known than a Turkilh Pyrate : 
What has been ponderous has ( as my Lord^ Bacon 
expreffes it ) been funk to the Bottom in the 
Stream of Tme, while wc have Straw and Stubble 
fwimming a top : So, ’tis a thing, that may be 
too truly, but can*t be too fadly, complained ©f j 
That the Inftances wherein Falfe Hifiory has been 
Impofed upon the World, are what cannot be nutn- 
bred. Hiftorians have generally takeil after their 
Father Herodotus: And even One of tbtmfelves, 
Vopifests by Name, has exprefly faid of them. They 
are all them Lyars : Tbit Witnef it True ! Tho’ they 
have not all of them always been fuch Mercenary 
Villains as Bifliop Jovius, or that fcandalous Fel- 
low, who more lately fo hired himfelf out as an 
Hifory Writer for the higheft Bidder, that hisCoun- 
Ir^men, the Italhnts^ fixed that Motto on him. 
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iJet according to tht HiJferj hut the Salary j yet One 
who gattlj enough Criticifes on them, too Jufily 
qiicftionSj Whether any Modern Hifiorian has tbcugbt 
of any more than pleafmg the Vrince or Party for ■which 
he wrote. The Ancient are not much better than 
the Modern ; Whereof we have a notorious and 
amazing Example in Jofefhus. It would be too 
long a Digrcffion to relate his Vile ‘Prevarications j 
which have compelled us to concur unto the Cen- 
fure paired by our Gregory upon him ; That being 
Ambitious to have his Work find Acceptance a- 
mong the Heathen^ he did fo compofe his Hifiorj 
as to propofe nothing that might appear Incredi- 
ble to them, and not have fome Congruity with 
what had been, and was likely again to be among 
them- Indeed all honeft Men are fcandalized, 
no Icfs than Cafirius,zt the Pains he takes to^make 
his Court unto the Reman Princes by his Heathen 
yudaifm ; wherein, as One fays, he was more Im- 
pious than the PbiUfiines who placed the Ark by 
Dagon. 

What a fine Story are we like to have, of as 
Infamous a Reign as ever was in the World, and 
a Tyranny all made up of Treacheries, and Rob- 
bercies, and Cruelties that cannot be parallel’d, 
when it comes from Three Poets, each of them, 
with a Penfion of Twelve Tboufand Livres a 
Year, to give us a Panegyric inftead of an Hifyy, 
and outdo a Paterculus blanching his Tiberius ! 
How little many Reprefentations of Matters in 
Hifiories are to be relied upon, methinks, it mav 
be a little illudrated from the Two chief Command- 
ers m a Memorable Battle of Belgrade, both of 
which, wrote the Hidory of the jpactle, without 

the 
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the leaft mention made by the one ci tbe othen. 
each aiTuming to himfelf the entire .Honour o^ 
the Day. You wil! certainly fay, iVho can undsr- 
Pani his Errors ? — When the Admirable Erafnius 
himfelf miftakes one Man for two, in writirg of 
what was a great while ago ; and three profelled 
and eminent Hiftorians give us a very wrong Ac‘ 
count of the Gentleman who a much lefs while 
ago, founded the Cbartev-Houfe, ; and _tho’ no 
Writer of Hiflory ever were more Meritorious, 
than the Incomparable Tbuamis, yet Learned Men 
Lave faid of his Performance, that it contained, 
Multafalppima et indigna. Yea, there are Hifiori- 
ans, of whom one can fcarce tell which to admire 
moft, the Nature of their Lies^ or their Mamer^ of 
telling them j I mean, the Impudence with which 
they tell them- For Inftance, it is pretty well, 
that Hezier the French King’s Genealogift, has, 
difeovered no lefs thanF«<r Thoufand wrongThings 
in Varillas, the fame King’s Hiftorian j And ano- 
ther obferves, every fingle Page in him, has almofl 
as many Errors, as a Printers ordinary Table of 
Errata. But then, what an Impudent Fellow was 
Ehilana:: AngUcus, when he accufed Calvin of De- 
licacy, and Eptcureanifm in his W'ay of Living and 
quotes Elorimond de Remopd for a Witnefs of it ; 
who, he fays, has left us a lively Image of him. 
Whereas, if you confult this Elorimond de Remand, 
the lively Image which he gives of Calvin, is. That 
ffcm bis Toutb he macerated his Body with Fafting, and 
that hardly could be found a Man that equalled him for 
his L-iborfoiifne(I. Be fure, the late Hi(iorians, that 
pretend unto an, Hipry of England, for us, write 
wifhfuch flagrant EartiqlitksfixAi arefuch evident 

Leajtng' 
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Leapng-makers, and palm upon you fo very wrong 
and bafe Exhibitions, efpecially of late Occurrences^ 
that one may as well believe the True Hifiory of a 
Luciatty as yield any Credit unto them. If you 
muft read them, yet as to things that pafled in 
the former Century, I would hardly fo much as 
look upon many of them. And among Thefe, 
tho’ feveral are bad enough, yet there is none 
that has done fo 111 as an Eachardy (I mean, in his 
Eftglifii and not in hhRoman Hiftory,^ who ^ould 
not be admitted into the Library of a Gentleman 
that has any Concern for Truth ; except he’ll 
aflign him a Place on the fame Shelf, with the 
Grand CyrttSj or, Cleopatra. A late Critical Hiftory 
of England, has done fome Juftice upon him. In- 
deed the Hiporians never keep elder to the Way 
of Lying, than in the Relation they give of thofe 
Twenty Tears, which pafled after the Beginning 
cf out Civil Wart, and afforded a very ample and 
fertile Pield, for their Faculty to work upon- A- 
mong thefe, the Romance that goes under the Ti- 
tle of. The Hifiory of the Grand Kebe'dion, and is fa- 
thered on the Earl of Clarendon, I would have you 
mora particularly treat with the Difregard that is 
proper for it. If you would come at all near to 
the Truth of what Concerns thofe Times, you 
muft look for it, in Whitlock, his Memorials of Eng- 
lifi Affairs, from the Beginning of K. Charles 1. :o 
the Refioring of K- Charles II. And Rtilhcorth his 
ColJeSiont. And yet even there, fome of the 
greateft Perfons and Aftions have not always Tull 
^ufiice done them. I do particularly Advertife 
you. That the Mighty Man, whom not only our 
King Willim ( as .Fleming reports ^ h.ad a very 

high 
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high Efteem for^ but alfo his moil bigotted and 
bittereft Efiemies confds to have been a Matchkfi 
Hero, and ( as even Sr. Roger Manly himfelf, as 
well as many more of his Bran, acknowledges ) 
Hot unworthy of the Supreme Heigbth of Empire which 
he attain^J t«,has never yet had htsHifory fairly and 
fully given ; and when^you read it given ( as they 
are now Approaching towards it') with the greateft 
Impartiality wherein you have hitherto feen it, you 
may bear this in yourMind,that the Principal Stroke 
in hisChara^r,and thtPrincipal Spring of hisCon* 
duft, is forever defeSHvely Related. 

As for fuch Abominable Pens, as what the A~ 
tbense Oxonienfts of a Wood have been Excretions 
from, y or cannot fufficientlyDefpife them&Abhoc 
them. And 1 will further tell you. That if in a- 
ny Hipry, you happen to find any Vindicating or 
Favourable Paffages of old A.Bifliop Laud^ Let 
thefe be Shibboleth enough with you, to do the 
Office which the Rattle does for the Serpent, which 
our Country is no Stranger to. Yea, and when 
you Read, even fuch Cenfciendeus Hiftorians, as a 
5j.vfcr,and a Bmnet, you muft makeAllowances for 
feme Hearfays, which led them into Mifiakes ; 
and for certain Prejudices, the TinAure whereof a 
little influenced their I'iews of what they were 
difaffeded to* 

Having thus armed you, for a Walk among 
the Woods of Civil Hiftory, I muft now propofe 
CHURCH-HISTORY, with a yet more eameji 
Wijl), to have you well-acquainted with it. For, 
altho’ Crciius obferves, legit Hifioriam Eccle/l- 
ajlicam, quid legit, niji Epifeopormn Viiia ? And o- 
thers have been to Satyrical as to fay, EcAejlafilcal 
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IdiPotj it mtbing hut many lariat Vohtrnnt^ eontaimn^ 
fome ftw bf the Stjuahhlet of the Bijhofi, and Jnferiew 
Clergy y with One anotbtfy and aU the World, Never* 
cheiefs a Divine has a Blemifi upon him, almoft 
9s Difquaiifying as ;tny of the hundred and Fortf 
which the Jew? reckon to bring a Triep of theirs 
tinder Incapacities, if Cburcb-Wfiory has not in* 
firuAed him for the ^j^ufmefs of the SanBuarj^ 

& 0 W, for a Regular Syftem of Church- tilf cry ^ I 
know not that i cap tender ,you a Bettbr, than 
Sfanbeim, his IntroduBlo oi Hifitriam et Antiquitatei 
Saeras ; To which, by a}ljneans add, Hemim^ hit 
Hifioria Ecetepafiiea ; ^nd Vjher, his, De Cbrifiiana- 
rum ^clefiarum Succejfme at Statu. If you woul ^ 
have what IS and Eafy^ *tisdoneto youc 

Hand by a Scotchman, that is to fay, Patrick Sytnf-t 
fan, in his Hifiory of the Church. Somewhat largec 
than thefe, and never enough to be commended, 
is, Hettinger, his, Hiforia Eccltfiafica ifovi Tepk- 
tnenti. But then, I would have you, if you doh’d 
wholly ^erufe, yet hy all means Pojfef, arid ofteft 
the Ecdtfiafiical Hifiorj of the MagdeburgenfiaiU 
Centuriators ; Of which noble Work I will fay, 
what Sfanbtim faid before me j Thar ft is, Bibltot- 
theca, totitts Cbriftiante Anti^uitatu, — incrediblli curU 
Studio, Fide oftinia, 0etbodo utilijfima, congefia. 

There .have been alfo more particular Effayt of 
Church Hi fiory, which you may do well to find 
fome time for Ci nverfation with. Such mor? 
efpecially ace what we h*ve had from Eujlblm, 
whom they call The Father of Church HiH >ry ^ 
Together with. The Trifartite fli'(for\, t f Socritei, 
and Tbeodoretj and Sox,orfien, continued by Evagrtut. 

K Af 
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As a kind of a Topfoipt whereunto, you can 
icarce Read a more profitable Thing thin, yedeli- 
us his Prulentia Veteru Ecclefia. But you may 
fm.ientl)’ with it, Ml^ar, his, Uiflorj of the Pro- 
pagation of Cbrijtianitj. And with how much Edi- 
fication run over, JUyrictH, his Catalogs Tefiium Ve- 
rit.itis 1 Coining lower down, I am fond of your 
Familiarity with * Book, very little known among 
us • ’Tis Regenvolfdui, his, Syftema Hiflorico-Cbro- 
nologicmn Ecclefiaram Sclavonuarum. But you will 
do well alfo to read . Skidan, his. Commentaries ; 
Moreland, his Hiftory of the Waldenfes ; Calderwood, 
his Church-Hiftory of Scotland’, Fuller, his Church- 
Hiftory of England: And Burnet, his Hiftory of tbt 
Reformation. Therein make wife Reflexions on 
the Providence of Him, who has all Power in Heavers 
and Earth, for the upholding of His Kingdom in 
the World. Nor fhould our MartjroUgies be left 
unconfulted. But in them you will behold the 
Cup given to CHRIST Myftical, in the Suffer- 
ings of His Faithful People j and admire the Ope- 
rations of the SPIRIT that ftrengthened the Suf- 
ferers with fuch Patience, and fuch Fortitude ; The 
Grace given to the Children of Men ! As for the 
Hiftories of Councils, if Angelocrator s brief Epitome 
Conciliorum do not content you, I cannot wilh you 
to go beyond Coriolanus. The more Elephantine 
Books of them, I won’t fo much as give you the 
Titles ; But inftead of them, I pray read Baxter, 
his, Church-Hiftory of the Government of Bijhops and 
their Cotmcils. Neverthelefs, The Hiftory of the 
Council of Trent, and the, A^a of the Synod of 
Dort, I could be glad, if you could give fomeWin- 
ter-Evenings to. And what ti) Illoftrious Perfon 
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liss offered as a KING upon, Tht Difclfllne of the 
Trimitive Church j and, The Hijlory of the Creed i 
aduft by no means be forgotten in the Vifits of 
your Studies. 

But Cicero is not the onlv Gentleman, who has 
Been abie to fay. That in Hifory they have efpe- 
cially Iludied the Pourtraiture of Wife Men, who have 
hem before them, to imprint on t hem f elves as far as 
might he, the Refemblance of them. I hope you will 
do fo too j and read the Lives, efpecially of them 
mho have done worthily in Ifrael : Not only on the 
Intention of rendring Pralfes to the Glorious 
GOD, who did fuch Things as you will fee done 
For and By thefe notable Men, .but alfo Intending 
in as many Points as may be,to Go and Do likewije, 
Be fure, that whatever you fee Great, and Good, 
and Bright, in any Excellent Perfon, whofe Life 
you have in your Hands, you look off to the Glo- 
rious JESUS, as having in HIM all thefe Excel- 
lencies after a Tranfcendent Manner, and as 
being the Author and Giver of them to the Difiin- 
guiffed Glowornh And when you read of any irai- 
table PIETY in any of them, think with youc 
felf ; The Virtues of this Man, were firfi in the JE- 
SUS that called him into this marvellous Light, and 
from him it was derived unto this Believer. O my 
SAVIOUR, Let me alfo feel fuch Influences of thy Ho- 
ly SPIRIT as may change me into the fame Image from 
Glory to Glory I More particularly. There are two 
little 03avo*s Entkuled, Biograpbia Eccleflaflica, or, 
The Lives of the moji Eminent Fathers of the Cbrifiian 
Church, which youmuft needs make yourfelf Ovvn- 
cr of. And if you go into Cave, his. Lives of the 
Ftttbtft, you will be well entertained there. The 
K 2 Lives 
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Lives written by Melchior Adam, may be very E^t* 
fying for the Latin as well as the Matter of them. 
So are the Vita SeleSorum aliquot Virorum, which 
One (they fay, a Bates) has hound up in a Bundle foe 
us. In Witten, his Memma Renovate, you may 
ever now and then find an Oration, which an 
Hour will not be unprofitably thrown away, that 
Ihall be afforded to. Indeed, Freberm, his Thear 
trum, has in it fuch an Abbreviation of Lives, that 
his Piclures will give you almoft as much Pleafure 
as his Accounts, of them that have been Men of 
Renown in the Congregation of the learned : Yet I 
can tell you of Theatres much lefs worthy to be 
gone unto. And tho’ there hardly ever was a 
moreDuIl & Tranfcriber than our S. Clark, 

yet in the ColleAions of lives that go under his 
Name, there are very many highly worth, not 
only your Confidering of, but alfo your Conforming 
to them : And you may read his Colleftions, 
with another fort of Reliance, than you can the 
Romances of a Simeon Metapbrajles j whom even a 
Raronius himfelf is afliamed of. Of the many 
Lives that have been puWifhed fince thofe Col- 
leaions, there are fo many, which you won’t be 
either Weary or the Worfe, for calling your Eye 
upon, that if I fliould go to tell you which, I (hall 
itire you with too long a Catalogue- If I fliould 
enter upon if, I hope, I fliould fteer clear, of Bel- 
Jarmine*s Difingenility, for which our Prideaux well 
taxes him, who in his Book, Of Ecclejtafiical Wrh 
ters, has not the Ilonefty to Name one of our 
Side ; But I would encourage you to read the 
Rife of a William Burkitt, as well as of a Philip 
Henry . and what you have in his Worthies 
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i/ England, and what a Walton has Colleded, at 
well as " hat vru have in the Life of a Gutbrj, 
an Angitr, a Flavel, and a Domey ; a Dr- More^ 
as well as a Dr. Manton ; a Dr. Horneckf as well 
as wdl as a Dr. Owtn. I had left unmentioned 
the Parentator which gives the Life of Dr. Mather^ 
if he O.U Vfage it has met withal, had not com- 
pelled me to mention it. But now, I have Rea- 
fon more than ever to fay, Let that Hijlory be 
taken in among rht'fe, that ( particularly for Vari^ 
tty ) may have fome Confideration with you. 

In fine : *Tis poffible you may find a Cbutcb- 
Hijlttry, wherein the Lives of Good Men may be 
the moft llgnificantlngredients of theCpmpofition- 
If you do, I wifti you the Satisfaftion of Time well 
^ent in fuch harmlefs Company, 

I have nothing to add, but that you muft have 
the Clock of Time fet right with you, by CHRO- 
NOLOGY, if you would be an Underftanding 
Traveller in Hijlory. For the Chronology of the 
Bible, I can refer you to none fo well as to a 
JVbijlon, whofe Decifive Searches do fuperfede all 
the Trouble of repairing to thofe who have writ 
before him. And for the Chronology of all Ages, 
our Tallents has by his Tables prepared fuch a Feafi 
for you, that you will have little Need of repair- 
ing to any other ^Mrter. An l^er, a Calvifim, a 
Baily, will enrich your Library ; and it may be 
worth your while to have them at hand upon Oc- 
cafion. But for a Daily Recourft, you can have 
nothing at hand morfc Expeditious, or more Com- 
prehenfive, than the Tbefaurus Cbromlogia of the 
Cemieroao, whofe Name was very truly Anagram- 
matized 
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matlzed into Sedulitas ; in which Quality I wiffi 
you may make a Pattern of him. 

That your Library may be fumiflied with a 
Magax,lne of Hifiorj/^to which you may continually 
go for every thing that your Mind may lead you 
to, the, Theatrum Humana Vita^ of a Zuinger, jn 
the laft and large Edition, is one of the Beft that 
I can advife you to. Fcr Occafional Readings, you 
may do well to divert yourfelf with Cameraritts his 
Hora Suheejiva j with Prideaux, his Connexion ; and 
with fuch Things as fVanly, his Hifiory of Man j 
and Camhdens Rtraains. I would have added, a 
Montfa'icon his Antiquities Explained, if I could 
have told you, how to come at fo coflly a Col- 
ledion. But I may add, Lewis’s Hebrew, Ken- 
net’s Roman,isA Potter’s. Greek Antiquities as wor- 
thy your Having and Reading. 

But for a yet more Immenfe Treafure of Hifiory 
and of all that belongs unto it, Hofman has a Lex- 
icon for you in Four ftately Folio’s, which alone 
may be called, A Library. The Great Hifierical 
Visionary now appearing in Englifh, has been 
growing from Stephens’s Time, thro’ the Hands 
of Loyd, and Mereri, and others, till at laft, an odd 
Man by hurting and mangling of it, and making 
fome Additions ( whereof many are none of the 
beft, ) unto it, has obtained that it muft go un- 
der the Name o^.CoUier : A Fate quite the Re- 
verfe of what has befallen Cakpine, It ihould with 
all its Faults be in your Library j But then. The 
Critical Hiftory of Rayle, if you can be enriched 
with it, will not only corred many of the Faults 
in that, but alfo be for you almoft another Library, 
’Tis a Work to be wondred at I Only guard a- 
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painft the Mankbaan Sophiftry, fometimes ap- 
pearing in it. ^ 

And here it may be a proper Time for be to 
fay i When you fee fuch aftohifhihg ESeds of 
Eruditim and AffRcatkn, produced from the Sons 
of Men, as you Will find in fome that have hem 

mentioned. Let the 
Sight ftill produce frorii you. fomc due /idnow- 
Udgements of the Glorious GOD; My GOD, I a- 
Jore tby Pcivtr, tby Wifiom, tby GoodneJS, Con/bkuout 
in tbefe Wonderful Verforntances J 

But for the Clofe of all, I will gire you this 
One Hint of a more general Importance. There 
are Books, which for the Grateful Smes of Lean- 
ing amafs’d in them, I can’t but wilh, that you 
would in the Tarentbefes of your Studies, often 
repair unto.Thofe which among thefe,I would more 
particularly fingle out for a Recommendation to

Groms ; The Dtmonjlratio Evangelka, of a Huetkesi 
The Tbeotogoumena, of an Owen ; Every Thing of 
ah admirable Ho^ihjan ; or Heidegger ; The Jpolo^ 
ly of zaHaleweli The MfceBaneaiaini MeUtemata^ 
of A WitJJus ; Tenker on. The Crof : Bafnoge his 
Hiftory of the .7tfwr ; Adding, the Origines Sacra.

Gale j and the, Jlnti^uitates Bihlicas, of a Dietc- 
ricm.

You 
will not for this, Ufe the Vnequal Way, of entring 
the Riches, of your ^otidiana, in Pages with 
the Titles of a Comrnon-Vlace at the Tops of them, 
whereof fome will be foon Crammed, and others 
remain Emfty, perhaps all your Days : But, Enter 
the Thngs as they come, with only affixing the Num- 
ber to them : And have, at the End of the Books 
an Alfbahetical Index, of the Matter, with the Num- 
ber at which it is to be met withal. Here you 
win anon have an inexhauftible Magazdne ; and if 
you live to Old Age, you will find, that, like Old 
fhetitss, you have prepared an Hive then to live 
upon.

All Altercations, and all Jmper- 
tinencies, are to be forever banifhtd from thele 
Communicatiens of the Sodalitr. But how much 
could I wifli, that you could gain one Quarter of 
an Hour in the clofe of all, to relate, What rare 
Flight or fine Stroke of the Chriftian Afeeticks, har 
been met withal 5 and what for the Animaticn of Prac- 
tical PIETT? Behold, a way to clench the Nails 
that have been ftruck into your Minds ; and i 
Compendious and Charitable Courfe to come at 
the Wealth, which the Diligence of your Brethren 
has made them the Owners of ; together with 
the generous Pleafure of making them the Partakers 
of yours* ’Twill have a Tendency alfo to quali- 

I fy 
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fy you for XJfeful Conference in other Company ; Jind 
make you a Speaker, whofe fVords may always be 
as the Cboicep Stiver^ and as Fruits from the Tree 
of Lift to fuch as you Converfe withal. It was 
a Remark that Tlato made a good while ago ; 
That tie true Ma,nner of Teaching Sciences, u hj Con- 
verfafion- And, fFe never well underftani a Truth, 
if vfe are not in a Condition on aH Occafgns to make 
it known unto fuch as nre for the receiving of it. 

Becaufe of its being fomewhat jlkin to Thi, 
tnd becaufe we are juft now entring upon the 
Study of DIVINITY, I will, tho’ there may f-em 
almoftfome Anticipation in it, here Tranfcribe a 
Paffage from the PATERNA, of One whom it 
may be, you are not wholly a Stranger to ; and 
who was himfelf but a very Toung Man, when he 
was engaged in the Projedion referr’d unto.

Be Armed, for a Warfare, wherein you will 
have Wonderful Temptations affaulting of you, TC- 
peated on you.

What Low, and Meatijaiid ^trtigbt 
Circumftances for this World, muft you probably 
be confined unro ?

the People ; Or, ( which is often, the IVorfi of all,) 
fome horrid Cola^hzfatiovs from the Wicked Sfiritj 
on your Mind, ftrangely filling you with Confer- 
nations, and Confufiens, which be they never fo «a- 
reafonable, yet will be Intolerable, There maybe 
fome jfecial Reven. e of Satan in thefe Moleftations 
upon you, for the fecial Service to CHRIoT, at

No, 
Verily ; Not fo much as a Common Cbrifiian, 
Read them. Child j I fay. Read them, with an 
Uncommon Afltduity. To Dig in ihefe Rich 
Mines, make it your Daily Exerdfe- Hold ori 
doing fo, until you are, I will not fay, Bonres Tex- 
tuarius, but until you are. An Eloquent Man, and 
Mighty in the Scriptures. 

To this Purpofe, My Advice to you is. That 
it be y6ur Praftice, to Read the Sacred Scriptures 
in the Porifmatic Way ; Or, with a Labour to ob- 
ferve and educe, the DoBrines of Godlinef, which 
this inexhauftible Store- Houfe of Truth, Will yield 
unto them that are feeking after it- Make a Paufe 
upon every Ferfe, and fee what Lejfons of Piety are 
to be learnt from every Claufe- Turn the Lejfons 
into Prayers, and fend up the Prayers unco the 
GOD, who is now Teaching of you : As Arrows 
from the Hand of a mighty Man, fend them up with 
Lively Ejaculations unto the Heavens. What Ex- 
ercife can be more Enlightening, more Samftify- 
ing, more Cornfortable, than fuch an Inter courfe, 
of GOD uttering His Voice, and, Lo, a mighty 
Voice < — unto you, and your Holy Returning of

Auflin in his Epiftia 
to V lufius has not faid a Thoufandth Part of what 
mav be faid, about fetching ftill every Day fre^t 
Entertainments and Advantages from them, after 
one has already Spent an Age in the Study of 
them.

I will Refine yet a little further upon this Pr*- 
pofal j And, I wit jhew you an Excellent- Way^ how 
in Reading of the Sacred Scriptures, you may make 
an Admirable and EfFeAual Application of the 
Leaves, which are for the Healing of the Nations ; 
and have the ineftimable Blcffingsof, An Healed 
Soul, conveyed unto you What I intend is my

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The Commentaries of our Henry on the Bible, 
have out-done moft that we have yet had, in this 
Regard ; The SPIRIT which didated the %acnd 
Scriptures^ operating on the Mind of the Commen- 
tator, in the Difpofitions and Obfervations of Ex- 
perimental Piety. The Erudition alfo appearing, 
without AfFedation of Appearance, in them, is fac 
from Contemptible. I wifh you furnilhed with 
them* What is done by Pool and his Contiilua- 
tors, is highly Valuable ; and may be of Ufe, not 
only for Occajional hjpe&ion, but alfo for Diurnal 
Meditation- How Happy fliould we have been, 
if an Hutebefon who has done fo well on Jab, and 
on the Smaller Prophets, and On John, had left us 
the like Operations on the reft of the Bible ? Or, 
if a Caryl on Job, a Greenhil on Ez.ekkl, a Bur- 
roughs on Hcfea, an Owen on the Hebrews, a Man- 
ton on James, and a Jenkins on Jude, were ac- 
companied with others like them on the reft of 
Sacred Panders} 

Being upon your Daily Exerdfe, I will add no 
more ; But this I would advife you. Wherever 
you in any Reading meet with a curious lllufiration 
of a Text, Prize it, Sieze it.

Go on then, to Read with a ftrong Attention, 
the, SjnopJis Purioris Theolrgize, of the Leyden Di“ 
vines; Ufijer’s Body of Divinity/ is Orthodox and 
Excellent ; and is accommodated with the moft 
agreeable Texts of Sacred Scripture upon every 
Article- For this, and all good Theological

He has been called, 
Theologus Scripturarius, and every thing of bis is Va- 
luable : All that is done by that Hmd, has much 
of Heaven in it- Tuckney, his PrtleEliones, are an 
ineftimable Treafure. So are thofe of Prideaux. 
The Works of an Hemingius deferve a greater Title 
than that of opufcula^ The Lai Communes of Are- 
tires, have uncommon Riches in them.

That a Minifter of 
the Gofpel may be Thorough^ furnipied unto every 
Good IVnrh, and in one or two §^iarto Volumns 
enjov a well fnrni(l)ed Library, 1 know not that the 
Sun has ever (hone upon an Humane Compofure 
that is equal to it : And 1 can heartily Subfcribs 
unto the Commendation which Pontanm, in his 
Laudatio Funebru upon the Author, has given of 
it.

Antiarminianifm. To which, I would have you add, 
the Veritas Redux, of an Edwards. The Antlfedo- 
laptifis have been confuted by fuch an Army of 
Writers, that except I fliould fingle out a Baxter^ 
I can fcarce tell whom to pitch upon for your 
Affiftance. A little Conference Entituled, Baptipes, 
reprinted among us, will give you the Sum of the 
Matter. V’aldo has done enough againft the 
fakers. For the Theologia Gahernetica, as ’tis cal- 
led, I will only mention to you. The, foUtla 
Ecclefiafiica of a Parker j The Altare Damafcenum 
of a Didoclavius ; The Frefh Suit of a GiUe^i j. A 
Baxter, of Epifcopacy j and a Pierce, his Vindication 
cf the Dijfenters j and an Owen, Of the Nature of tht 
Gopel-.Churcb. 

But it is of the laft Importance, that you be a 
GOOD CASUIST ; And on Ames, in his Cafus 
Confcientia, an Alfied, in his Theologia Cafuum, a 
Baxter in his DireBory, and a Baldwin, in his Book, 
De Cafibus Confcientia, have done what will abun- 
dantly Qualify you to pafs a Judgment upon the 
Cafes, that may ly before you, and well diftin- 
guifh the Clean from the Unclean, in your Dif- 
charge of your Miniftry. 

Abundance has been written, to recommend. 
The Study of the FATHERS : And it has been re- 
commended by none more than fbme Neoterkks 
and Innovators, who have had very IndireS Inteu^ 
tiontin it, and hoped that the Fathers might help 
them with feme Traditions, where the Scripturet 
failed them. What Attempts have there been 
therefore to fet the EpifUs of Ignatius, almoft on 

the 
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the Level with thtEpi/lles of our Infpired Apodlesj 
while after all the learned ImpertinendeSj where- 
with fome would maintain the larger, and fome 
the leflfer Copies of thofe Eftfiksy and ptinful 
Difpuracions, on the Problem, How many of them 
are Genuine j They are all of them Impofiures, and 
liot worthy of any Notice with you- What ado 
has there beenj to fee up, The ApoftoUcal Conflitu- 
tions as the moft Valuable Part of the New Tefia- 
ment ; when they are evidently defpicabie and 
deteftable Forgeries ; and the Colle(flions of fome 
Ignorant Arian in the Fifth Century ? You may 
be fure, that in the Study if the Fathers, I fliall at 
leaft advife you to fo much Knowledge of them, 
ats Daille in his Excellent Book of, TbeUfe of the 
Fatbersy will inftruft you in. Bur, tho’ the F4- 
thers had fuch Errors, that we may moft fenfibly 
Blefs GOD, for His granting us the Scriptures, to 
be on all Accounts Better and Safer Guides unto 
Us, and the Fathers themfelves do times without 
Number urge us to take none but the Scriptures 
for our Guides, and their notorious Deficiences in 
feveral Points of Literature, laid them under Dif- 
advantages enough to pall and fpoil our Adorati- 
on of them Neverthelefsj there are thofeWricings 
of the Fathers, which I would have you noStrang- 
erto. If youbeftow a Perufal upon, the Epiftles 
of Clemens Rotnanm, and the Apologies of fttfim 
Martyr, and of Tertullian, and the Book of Origen 
againft Celjns, you will do what I would have you 
to do. And I am willing you fliould look upon 
the Dialogue of Minutim F^lix as one of the moft 
celebrated Monuments of Antiquity. But how 
can 1 perfwade you to perufe all the Folio-Vo- 

lunms. 
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Icmns, of both theGreei^ and Latin Fathers ? In- 
deed. I look on Theodoret,ii$ the beftExpofitor of the 
Bible among all the Fathers ; and there are very 
Notable and Refined Expofitions often occurring 
in him, -Yeti (ball direft you to do little more than 
Confult him upon Occajicn. I value Chryfoftom al- 
moft as much as much as they tell us Ae^innas did; 
Yet I fliall only wifti you to attend upon him in 
fome SekB Homilies'^ and, Confult him upon Occafion. 
I am not fo enamoured on Atijiin, as ( like Jan-, 
finitfs ) to Read overall his Works ten times, and 
his Book, De Gratia^ thirty times ; I (hall count it 
enough, if you go thro’ his, Ccnfejjions, and his 
Meditations^ and his De Civitate Dei, and fome 
Numbers of his Letters. Scultet in his, Medulla 
Tbsohgia Patrum, have given you fuch AbjlraBs 
of what has been written by many of the Fathers, 
ss your Eye to good Purpofe may dwell upon. 
But for a more agreeable and profitable Study of 
the Fathers, I (hall propofe, That you go thro* 
D«p»», his EccleJlafiicalHifiory I And where you 
find an Account of any Stthjecl handled by any 
Father, which you have a particular Inclination 
to fee what they fay upon; Then turn to the 
Author, and feek for further Sacisfadion. 

§. 16. After all this Preparation for the Sancluary, 
you are now coming to feed the Flocks on the 
High Mountains of Jjrael j Coming into an Em- 
ployment among the People of GOD, in which, I 
wilh you may prove like ihcAngi.l,\n thcRevelation, 
that came down from Heaven, and the Earth was Hgb- 
tened with his Glory. I am now going to bring 
you into the PULPIT : Which I hope, you

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will afcend [ as Luther, when he was much older 
than you, fa>s, he fliU always M ! ] with a Tr^m- 

him Souii and remembring that you are to Itand, 

where, that which the Jewilh Senator laid unto 
the graateft Perfon among them, is whaj the Peo- 
ple of GOD may fay unco you ; Non pas mam 
wbis, fed coram eo qui dixit. Fiat, xt faclus ep 


There is a Troop of Authors, and even Hop 
of GOD, who have written on. The Taporal Care, 
from the Days of Gregory, down to the Days of 
Gilbert ; Yea, and fince thefe, every Year ^ lome 
to this very Day. I cannot fet you fo tedious a 
Task as to Read a Tenth Tart, of what has been 
offered on the Art, and the Gift, and the 'Method 
of PREACHING. If you Read, the Vafor £- 
vangelicus, of a Bowles ; Or, The Preacher, of an 
Edwards ; you will do as much this Way, as 1 
fliall at prefenc ask you to do. 


The Fir(l Thing, which I have to demand of 
you, is. That you entertain the People of GOD, 
with none but IVeU-Studied Sermons • and employ 
none but beaten. Oil, for the Lamps of the 
Golden CandUpich ; And be nothing like him, who 
was among the Jews called. The Plagiary Prophet, 
and whofe Puniflnpent was not an eafy one- 
Heaven forbid, that you (hould be one of thofe 
Eitiful Parjpns, to whom there has been that Ad- 
vice given for the Difcharge of their Pap oral Care^ 
That they fhould ufe other Mtn^s Sermons, rather than 
make any of their own ; Bitt in the Choice of thefe, 
ufe great Judgment, and not take an Author that is too 
much above tbemfelvts j for by that, Compared with 

then 
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tltlr ordinary C'onverfaticn, it -will too evidently af- 
pear that they are not the Authors of their Scrwom. 
Tis true j The Compofures of them that have 
gone before you, may be of U/e unto you, to fup- 
ply you with Ufefid Hints for the Compofing of 
your Sermons. And feme have ingenioullv aflert" 
ed it, * That a Man of Mean Abilities^ may come 
‘ to fall very little Ihort of the Ablcfi Preachers, if 
^ he fo carefully Ptrufe their Sermons, as entirely 

* to dige^ them, and then, laying them out of 

* his Vieov, -proceed in his own IVay, and in his 

* own Style, to deliver them. Let that be as Men 
pleafe ; Tbit I infill upon ; That when you are 
to Preach, you Ihould go direAly from your Knees 
in your Study to the Pulpit j and when you are 
thus on your Knees in your Study, you Ihould be- 
wayl the Faulty Defers in your Life, which the 
SubjeB you are to treat upon Ihould lead yru to a 
penitentConfelHon of; Humbly bewayling it alfo, 
that your Sermon is no better fitted for the awful 
Service that is before you. Your Sermon muft al- 
fo be fuch, that you may hope to have the Blood 
of your SAVIOUR fprinkled on it, and His Good 
SPIRIT breathing in it. A Sermon likewife it mull 
be, that (hall djfcover you to be a Workman j and 
be, like the Peace-Offerings of old, an Oblation, 
which, as the People of GOD have their fliare 
in it, fo, ’tis prefented unto the Glorious GOD 
Himfelf, the Great King, wbofe Name tt Venerable. 
How fuch things as thefe, can be Compatible to 
fiolen Sermons, or Concomitant with them, I can- 
not imagine ! 

I pafs on, to advife you. That when you be- 
CPine ^fettled Preacher the SttbjeSl of your Sermens 

N z may 
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msy be fo wtU cbofen, as to do therein the part 
oiaPruJent and Faithful Steufard, who difpenfesto 
every one their Food in the Stafon therei-fj and# 
Vigilant Watchman, contriving fuch Words in Sea- 
/flH, as will be (poken. You may do well to 
go thro’ the whole^5«i/ of Divinity, in a proper 
jMetbod, and therein declare the whole Counjel of GOD, 
There are alfo fome Rich Vortions, and Paragraphs 
cfths Sacred Scriptures, wherein the SPIRIT 01 
GOD lays together an admirable Variety of im- 
portant SubjeSs, which you may do well ro han- 
dle, in the Order - wherein He has provided them 
for you- But ftill, notwithftanding the Connec- 
tion of your Difcourfes, I would have you leave 
Room for Occafional SubjeSls ; and have your Pa- 
rentbefes of Sermons on fuch Things, as you may 
apprehend the Necejfities of the People may more 
immediately and importunately call for. So, be- 
ing as a Thick Cloud that has Water bound up in it, 
you fhall (as the Ancients expounded that Paffage 
in Job) diflil it in Drops, Juxta Exigentlam Aitdt- 
torum. That you may be led from time to time 
nnto fuch Subji^s as may beft anfwer Deftgns 
with which your Miniftry is to be carried on, 
vou muft have your Eyes ever towards the Lord,znd 
with Solemn Supplications look up to Him, who 
Minijhetb Seed to the Sower. But le^ me particu- 
larly commend one piece of Difcretion unto you; 
wllich is. That you may be fo laid^ in ytforehand, 
as never to be at a Lofs, what Subjeft your Stu- 
dies are to proceed upon. From the Wane of 
this Provifion, how often have I known a Preach- 
er fpend almoft as much Time in determining 
what Subjed he fhould preach upon, as there 
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need go for themj^king of a Serwon upon it ! But 
I very much againft your being too long up- 

on a Sul>jeH ; Which way of tedlousAmplification, 
muft needs leave much of the facred Field un- 
plough’d upon, that is too rich to ly always neg- 
leAed • and produce many Sermons as little to the 
Text^ as 1 fufpedfc many of that German Divine's 
were, who undertook to go over the whole Book 
of Ifaiab, and was no lels than Ti^enty Tears on 
the Firjl Chapter of it. 

_ And here, I cannot go any further, until I have 
given you my Sentiments upon fomething that 
calls for a great Conlideration with you. 

Among all the Subjeds, with which you Feed 
the People of GOD, I befeech you. Let not the 
true Bread of Life be forgotten j but exhibit as 
much as you can of a Glorious CHRIST unto 
them : Yea, Let the Motto upon your whole 
Miniftry, be, CHRIST IS ALL- It has been 
among the Grie-jous TbingSy which I have feen in 
the Days of my Pilgrimage, that not only in forae 
of the moft celebrated Sermons^ which we have 
feen publiflied oi> the moft Illuftrious and Memo- 
rable Occafions, a CHRIST is ( not one Tenth 
Part fo often mentioned, as He is only in the Ten 
firft Verfes of the Firft Epiftic to the Corinthians , 
I fay ) not fo much as once mentioned ; but alfo 
feme of your Great Men have It related of them 
as an Inftance of their IVijdumy that they gave it 
as their Advice unto, Minifters, That they fmtld 
not Preach much about the Perfon of CHRIST. 1 have 
thought ; Would a Bleffcd PAUL have uttered 
fuch a Word 1 A PAUL, who faid, 1 determined 
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to knew ncthhg among you, fave jESUS CHRISTf 
tmd Him Cruciped- It is reported by fome Tra- 
vellers, That in the Mah'.metan Mofehs, there are 
femetimes whole Sermons on the Glories of a JE- 
SUS. And (hall they who call themfelves Cbrifii- 
tns, and would be honoured as Minifters of the 
ebriftian Religion, preach 8S if they were apamei 
of making the Ghrits of a JESUS, the SuhjeSl of 
their Sermons ; and fo rarely introduce Him, as if 
it were an Indecent Stoup to fpeak of Him GOD 
forbid I make no Doubt of if. That the almoft 
Epidemical Excin(5fion of True Chrijiianity, or 
what is little fliort of it, in the Nations that pro- 
fefs it, is very much owing to the inexcufeable 
Jmpiety of overlooking a Glorious CHRIST, fo 
much in the Empty Harangues, which often pals 
for Sermons. Alas, That there fliould be fo many 
Treachers, ( I can’t fay of the Gojpel ! ) to whom 
there might be commended as proper for them, 
the Tceatife Entituled, Taranefis ad Ffeudo-Evange^ 
licos nolhi Saculi,de CHRISTO DEO ipfts 1GH0T0\ 
The Holy SPIRIT of GOD forever aims at no- 
thing more, than what our SAVIOUR has de- 
clared in that Word ; He will Glorify me : ^ And 
that Holy SPIRIT withdraws from the Minifiry, 
which has in it little Concern to Glorify Him^ and 
it is therefore an Unfuceefsful Minifry, Let your 
Terformance in the Pulpit be what it will, I fnuft 
freely tell you, Non fapit mihi, nifs fonuerit ibi ’JE- 
SUS. What I wilh for and urge to, is This ; 
That your Knowledge of the Myfiery of CHRIST^ 
may Confpicuoufly fliine in your Sermons ; and 
that it may be efteemed by you, as a Matchlels 
Grace given you, if you may'PwcA the Unfinrehable 

Riches 
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Riches ^ CHRIST unto the World. The Heavens 
do Praife that Wonder j the Angels in the Heavens 
are fwallowed up in the PraiJ'es of that WmJrosa 
ONE ! Be, like Them, never fo much in your Ele- 
ment, as when the Perfon, the Offices, the Benefits, 
the Examfle, the Abafemtnt, and Advancement of a 
Glorious CHRIST, are tht SuhieSs of your S^r- 
mons j yea, reckon that the Truth is not well dif- 
cerned, nor the Word of Truth well divided, until 
you have the Truth as it it its JESUS ; HE is that 
Light of GOD, in which you will See Light, and 
every Truth will be fet in its True Light before 
you. In every Article of the Treatifes which you 
bring into the Afficmblies of 2Aon, ponder upon 
This ; What AjfieH a Glorious CHRIST has upon 
the Truth now before you, and let your Hearers 
be made fenfible of it. Yea, Whatever Point 
you are upon. Think, What it there in my SAV- 
OUR, which tbit Point leads me to think upon 1 If you 
Preach on the Evil of Sin, and the Miftry of 
Man fallen by S»«, (till carry your Hearers to theic 
mighty and only SAVIOUR j When you Preach 
on the Duties of a Godly, and Sober, and Rigbteens 
Life, ftill carry your Hearers to their SAVIOUR, 
as not only affording a Pattern for all thofe things, 
but alfo as Offering to live, and aft, and work in 
them, as a Principle of Life, by which alone they 
can live unto GOD. Let me tell you, to take 
the Way of Norrit and Company, to comeat the 
Ijsve c/GOD, wuhout ^ CHRIST by the Law of 
the Spirit of Life in ns making us fi'ee fi'om the Law 
of Sin and of Death ; Verily, ’Twill never do .' A 
Mahometan Abubeker, in a Self taught Philofopber, 
has as high Flights of Divinity as many of thef© 

Divines^ 
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Divinu. Be a StoTy to lead Men unto their SA- 
VIOUR, and flop not until you fee them therci 
Be affured of this j The Infinite SON of GOD 
is ineffably dear to His Eternal FATHER j And 
our SAVIOUR has given us this Affurance, If any 
Man [true mty him wii my Father Honour. If you 
(^yourlelf above all things, toGlorify theCHRIST 
of GOD, and affe«a vourfelf and. others with His, 

Hnvg’eai Goodaef end Beauty ! And ufe all the 

Methods yoU'Can devife, that He may be Exalted, 
und be Extolled, and be very High', you will be taken 
ki among the Favourites of Heaven, and be a Man 
greatly Beloved. The Angels who with a perpetu- 
al Veneration and Aftonilhment, ftand about His 
Glorious High Throne j the Minijhrs who Do Hie 
Tleafure, and ate never fo well pleafed, as.when 
they fee Him Glorified ; Thefe will with Delight 
look upon you as their Fellow Servant, and will at 
His Orders be on the Wing to do marvellous Kind- 
rtejfes foryou. 

But then, I muft herewithal advife you, That 
the Genuine Dochints of Grace, be all of them al- 
ways with you, as the very Salt and Soul of youc 
Sermons'. They will be Tutrified Things without 
them Affert always the Necefjity of Turning, zni 
Living unto GOD ; and yet fuch an Imfoteney in 
the wounded and corrupt Faculties of Man, as 
renders a Supernatural and Regenerating Work of 
Sovereign Grace, necelTary for it. Show People 
how to plead the Sacrifice of our SAVIOUR, 
that they may be Forgiven, and how to lay hold 
on His Righteoufnefi, that they may be Accepted 
with GOD. Show People how to Overcome, 
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and Mortify, and Crucify their • Evil Appetites, by 
repairing to the Crop of our SAVIOUR 5 and how 
to derive Strength from Him for the Doing, and the 
Bearing of all that they are called unto. Show 
the People of GOD, how to take the Comfort of 
their Eternal Elellion, and Special Redemption, and 
Enfttred Terfeverance ; and at the fame Time fetch 
mighty Incentives to Holinep, from thofe Hopes^ 
which will forever Caufe thofe that Iiave them to 
purify tbemfelves, Co(pellix,e to them all the Com* 
mandments of the La-w, and (how them how to 
obey upon the Principles of th&Co^el i And how 
the Precepts of the Gofpel are alfo lo many Vromi- 
fes of it. With a ftrong Application Study the 
Covenant of Grace, and let the Spirit of that Cove^ 
want animate and regulate all your Performances, 
when you Blef the Lord in the Congregations. In 
thefe Truths there are the Articles, which the 
Church either flands or falls withal. They will 
he the Life of your Miniftry ; Nor can the Pors/er 
of Godlinef be maintained without them. The 
Lofs of thefe Truths will render a Miniftry Infipid 
and Unfruitful 5 and procure this Complaint a- 
hont thR Shepherds, The difeafed ye have not {Ir eng., 
thened, neither have ye brought again, that which was 

driven away. ^ ^ . 

That you may be well verfed in thefe Truths, rt 
will be requtfite, that your Main Reading may noc 
be of fuch Books that have been much in Vogue, 
fince Real and Vital PIETY has been lb much 
Banifhedout of the World, but are as Lame in 
thefe Points, as that which is [ unjufh and unfafe- 
iy enough ] Entituled, The Whole Duty of sMan. 
There is of Books which of late Years have 
• O broughc 
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brought in * FaJhicnahU Divinity ,* with the Au- 
^ors whereof, I cannot but be in as III Terms, ^ as 
Gildat was with his Britifh Clergy, when whf' 
him a Man was, Non eximie Cbrifiianut^ who did 
not call them rather the Betrayers, than the Af/- 
niiers of the Go^el. I can by no means wilh you 
to take your Divinity from them j or to be unac* 
quainted with the Caftigations, which GOD has 
tailed up ope of their Chtereb C an Edwards,!, mean,J 
to beftow upon them. In fliort, If a Book that 
pretends to deferibe theWay of aSinners Reconeilia- 
tim unto GOD, fays nothing of. By the Obedience o( 
One, many made Righteem : If a Bbok that pre- 
tends to direa a Chripan Life, fays nothing of a 
Cmverfm to GOD, and of being Joined unto the 
Lord, thro’ His One Spirit Quickening of us: And 
if a Book [ that (hall be written perhaps by One 
who hath fubferibed our Thirty Nine Articles, 3 
drefle? up our Doctrine of Predepnation in the 
Fallaciousand Invidious Terms, and the Bearskins 
in which it is now commonly Exploded, and 
proclaims the Author did not Believe in hh Heart, 
the Articles and Homilies, which his Prevaricating 
Hand made a Subfeription to, [ Or if it be a Book 
that lhall any where fpitefully link Rome and Gs- 
neva together : ] Hmc Us, fiudiofe, caveto. I had 
as good plainly fay. Let not Scott, and Company, 
be the Men of pur Cotmfel. 

You may ExpeA, that I fhould more Pofitively 
fay. What Englifh Treatifes of Vraclkal Divinity, 
I would commend unto you- But here I am en- 
pumbred as Hevelius was, when he would have fo 
partitioned his accurate Selenography as to have 

done 
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flone juftice unto the Names of all the morel!-, 
loftrious Afironomers. Yea, fo Great u the Army 
them who have puhlijhed the True Ge^el, that I can- 
not pretend unto the long Lift of them that have 
epme to tie Help of the Lord- However, there are a 
few that muft be particularized for you. More 
particularly then. If you would fee the Covenant 
of GOD and the in an Evangelical Exhibi- 
tion of if. Let Strong on the Covenant ( tho’ under 
die Difadvantages of a Pofthumous Work ) be 
precious to you as the Golden Wedge of Ophir. If 
you would fee Sound ’DoBriA*, the Works of an 
Owen have it for you ; And I am glad to fee, how 
much efteemed they are in the North-Britifii 
Univerflties. You have a Goodwin that will place 
you among the Children of Light, and will give 
you the very Marrow of the DcBrine which u accord^ 
ing to Godlinef : He often foars like an Eagle j 
Perhaps, you would have been content, if fome- 
times a little more Condfely- Every thing of a Fol- 
bil, is Evangelical and Valuable : Efpecially his. 
Speculum Theologia in Cbrijlo. When your Heart 
and your Pen want the Holy Fire to be quickened 
with you, a Baxter will bring you a Coal from the 
Altar for it. Yea, to fetch a Metaphor from ano- 
ther Element, he may be called, as you may re- 
member who was of old. An Ocean of Divinity. 
To fay of that very Great Man, That if he had not 
meddled in too many things, he would have been efieem- 
ed one of the Learned Men of the Age, ’tis to fpeak a 
Thing which I don’t well underftand : For his 
meddling info many Things, and writing more lear- 
nedly upon the moft of them ( except his Expof- 
tiens ) than ths moft of them who have written 

O z upon 
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upon perhaps but one or two of the Things, to 
me renders him One of the moji Learned of the Af^e. 
In a Cbarnock you will have Sub/iamiJ Divinity, 
and of the Right fort- A Batet will treat you 
with Angels Food. An Hov; will fet Manly Religi- 
on before you. In a Flavel, you will find the true 
Savour of Plain, Lively, Ufeful Preaching- What 
a Callings has written on Pravidtnee, is well per- 
formed. And what a Ford has written on. The 
Sfirit of Bondage and Adoption, is as fine as any thing 
I have feen for, the Experimental And, tho’ a 
VooUttle may not pafs for one of our Greatefi Men, 
yet having in his Book on the Catechifm, giveri us 
the Body of Divinity all in a Flame, 1 am^ willing 
that it fhould be, [ what Zoroafter called his famous 
Book, Zundavefia, which, tho' written above two 
and twenty Hundred Years ago, we ftill have in 
our Hands, ] a Fire Kindler for you, and put you 
in the Way after an Awakening Manner, to 
fet Confcience about its Work, when you come to 
that Application, with which your' Sermons are ftill 
to be enlivened. If you go further back, and e- 
venup to a Perkins, you will find in many Trea- 
tifes, that Good old Puritan Divinity, which the Ho- 
nours of. The old Way, belong unto : And, No 
Man having drank that old Wine, and fuch Books, 
as the chri/lians Daily Walk, oi a ScudJer, will 
much defire the new, but he will fay. The old is Better. 
If we mean to go to Heaven, we fhall not mifs 
our Way by having Ijaac Ambrofe in our Compa- 
ny. I fay nothing of a Prefion, and a Bolton, and 
a Capel, and a Fenner, and a Rogers, and a Sibbs,ind 
an Hall : All highly Valuable. But I cannot for- 
bear faying, tlw Writings of the Dyke's, ( both 

Daniel 
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DanHl and Jeremiah ) have a fingular Flavour and 
Vigour in them. Every thing of an Arrowfmitb, 
is admirable- A Gumal will furnifh you with a 
Magaunej of Good Things. Of an A. BurgejS^ I 
may {ay, He has written for tbee Excellent Things, A 
Reinolds too muft be taken into the Lift of them, 
who have written what none will Repentt he 
Reading of. His Preparations are Fat things full 
Marrow^ Wines from the Lees well refined. And 
fome things of a Burroughs, efpecially his, Mofes's 
Choice, will not make you complain, that you 
have loft your Time in Converfing with them- 

In fine ; The Six Volumns of. The Morning Ex., 
ercifes, will give you fuch a Variety, both of Mat., 
ters and of Talents, that 1 could wifh you may noc 
be without them. 

I may not omit giving you the beft Encourag- 
ment I can, to allow unto a Box of North- Britifij 
Authors, a ftanding in your Library,and often re- 
fort unto it. The Jews have a Fancy, that when 
our Almighty Creator, befpangled the Heavens 
with the Stars of Ligbt,FiQ left a fpace near the 
Northern Pole, unfiniftied and unfurnillied, that if 
any After-God fhould lay claim to Deity, a Chal- 
lenge to fill up that fpace might Eternally con- 
fute it. But in the Firmament of the Church, that 
Northern Part which belongs to Scotland, has been 
illuminated with Stars, even enough to make a 
Galaxy. And tho’ the affiduous Employments of 
the Parifr and the Fulpit, which are enough to 
take up all the Time of their Pafiors, have prevent- 
ed, C which, ’tit a Pity 1 3 the appearing of fo ma- 
ny Writers, among them, as might otherwife have 

difpenfed 
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difpenfed their fnteet Influencts to us j yet th^ir 
pens have not been Idle. Of thefe we have feve- 
ral Commentators on the Sacred Scriptures : [ A- 
mong which, a Dttrbam, — efpecially on the Cojw- 
And a ^f'eew/e long before him has gi- 
ven us a rich AmalTment of Biblical Treafures, well 
worth your having. ] We have feveral who have 
enriched us with Bodies of Theology j C Among 
wiiich, a Sebarpius, ] We have feveral Champions 
for the DoBrines of Grace ; [ Among which, a Ru- 
tberfor). ] We have feveral Hiftorians ; [ Among 
which, I will not fay, a SpotfwooJ, fo much as a 
Calderwooi: and very lately, a Woodrow.'] We 
have feveral Defenders of the Co^el-Worfiipy and 
the Go^el Charcb-State ; [Among which, a GelaJ^jy 
a Lauder y a WiUifony and a Jamefon. The Eagle- 
Ey*d and Mlfocuhta Man laft mentioned, has alfo 
obliged us, with, Spicilegia Antiquitatum, which 
are invaluable, and preferrible to a Whole Vintage 
of many other Literators. ] We have feveral 
PraBical TraSators j [ Among which, a Gutbryy and 
a Clarky and that Wondrous Youth, whofe Greett 
Years could not withhold from him the Wifdom 
and Efteem, as he wore the Namey of, Gray 1 ] It 
had been fome Injufiice as well as Ingratitude in me, 
to have left thefe unmentioned* And if a Burnet 
might not have been thought a little too much 
AngUjied for it, he (hould alfo have had a mention 
among the Illuftrious Pens of Scotland- 

About the Way of Studying a Sermon, I exhort 
you, That all be with a Spirit of PIETY, and 
therefore very PrayerfuUyy carried on. ’Tis no 
more than what the Uame and Inttnt of the Ser- 
vice 
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vice highly calls for. Firft look up to Heaven, 
with Dependence upon a Glorious CHRIST, 
for His Influences and jijjiftences to carry you thro’ 
what you have in Hand. Yea, Repeat the invo- 
cations, with frefli Elevations of your Eyes to Him 
from whom comes all your Help, whenever you Re- 
turn, after any Intermiffion of your Study upon 
it : O my GOD and SAVlOTJRy •without Thee I can 
do nothing j Help we, Help me .' Send forth thy Light 
and thy Truth unto me ! This will be equivalent un- 
to the Pradlice of fuch Devout Men, as a Bradford 
and zCartwrigbt, Of whom they report, They (ludied 
theirSermons on their Knees, And when you have dif- 
patched a Paragraph of a Sermon, I wifti it might 
be a frequent Pradice with you, To make a Vaufe 
upon it ; and get your Sermon by Hearty I mean, get 
your Heart fuitably touched with what you have pre- 
pared, before you go any further, and caft into 
the Mould of the Sanclifylng Truths^ by fuch Confef- 
fans and fuch Petitions, as you may Dart up to 
Heaven upon them. At lead, let this be done, 
in your Perufmg of your Whole Sermon before your 
Preaching of it. Some celebrated Preachers have 
pioufly declared, They never dttrfi preach a Sermon to 
others, till they have got feme good by it themfelves. 
'To feci what yon Jpeak, bow wondroufly will it 
qualify you to be a I ’Twill bring 

you to deferve the Title of a Rabbi Iladarfan. 

Be careful evermore to SPreach ScripturrJly ■ and 
employ the of the Spirit, if you would hope 

to do Execution. Pcrtif:e?it Scriptures T)cntoni\y.K- 
ing and Embeilifbing every Article, will well be- 
come one, who would Speak as ths Oracles of GOD. 

For 
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For your Aid in this, I cannot but recommend un- 
to vour Ufe, RaveneUus. his Bibliotheca hacra, as 
one of the moft Ufeful Books in the World for a 
Treacher, that would at once have in one Regular, 
Orderly, Advantageous View, before him, the 
Sum of what the Scriptures have faid on 
Subjeft : A Work, that is moreover full ot Ex- 
pofitions and Illuftrations. There is alfo a Book 
Entituled, A Common Place Book to the Holy Bible ; 
worth being always at Hand with you- 

It would be well, if you could likewife come to 
fay with theProphet, I have nfed SimiUttules : And 
accuftom yourfelf to find out Similitudes, where- 
with you may cloath your Ideas, and make them 
fenfible to the loweft and meaneft Capacities, 
yea, to all TlAji. Thus to fc.eh cut Accept abklVcrds, 
would render you a moft Profitable as well as Agree- 
able- Preacher. It would marvelloufly fiafien the 
iJails, and be fome Imitation of the Preaching, 
which He that jpaie fo as never Man Jpake, has gi- 
ven you a Pattern for. 

In your Preaching that you may Save them toat 
hear you, I wiih you may with all poflible Dexte- 
rity fpread the Nets ofi Salvation for them. And 
therefore often exhibit the Terms of Salvation, and 
the Propofals of the Gofpel, in fuch a Manner, 
and fo importunately folliciting their Confent unto 
them, that by the hearty Speaking One Word, in 
the Echo's of Devotion thereupon, they may be 
brought into them. Exhibit unto them, the D<f- 
Csres cfPlETT, in fuch aManner,that they mufthave 
their Hearts burn within them,&they muft be Hearts 
of Stone indeed, if they take not Fire immediately. 
When you alfo deferibe the Graces of the New 

Creature, 
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Crtature, give the Defcription in the Language ef 
TIETT, a<Jling thofe Graces ; wherein, if they 
come into a Confort with you, their Souls are gain- 
ed unto GOD, at the very Moment of your In- 
ftruaing them. Oh ! That you may be a JVlfe 
Winner of Souls ! And while you arc Preaching, 
may the Holy SPIRIT fall m them that bear tbs

For this Purpofe I would have you ufuallyTry, 
as much as with Good judgment you can, to fet 
the Truths on before you part with anv Head 
that you are upon ; and let them come Flaming 
out of your Hand with Excitations to fome Dc- 
motion and FifeBion of Godlinefs, into the Hearts 
of thofe whom they are addrefs’d unto. The

Be furc to fpeak 
Deliberately. Strike the Accent always upon that 
in the Sentence which it properly belongs 
unto. A Tone that (hall have no Regard unto 
This, is very Injudicious • and will make you talk 
too much in the Clouds, Don t Begin too High. 
Ever Conclude with Vigour. If you mufl: have 
your Hous before you in yotir Preaching, and ic 
be needful for you, De Scripto d'cere, what even 
fome of the raoft famous Orators both am- ng rhe 

Greems. and among the Romans did, L 

p Orationts 
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Orationes, et nojtri (juidam et Greet LeBiUverunt ] 
yec let there be with you a Diftinction between 
the Neat ufivg of Ncfet, and the duU Reading of 
them. Keep up the ^ir and Life of Speaking, and 
put not off your Hearers with an heavy Reading 
to them. How can you demand of them to Re- 
memher much of what y'ou bring to them j when 
you Remember nothing of it yourfelf ? Befides, By 
Reading all you fay, you wiU fo cramp and ftunt 
all Ability for Speaking, that you’l be unable to 
make an handfome Speech on any Occafion. What 
I therefore advife you to, is ; Let your Notes be 
little other than a ^iver, on which you may 
caft your Eye now and then, to fee what Arroiv 
is to "be next fetch’d from thence ; and then, with 
your Eye as much as may be on them whom 
you fpeak to, Let it be fhot away, with a Vivacity 
becoming One in Earnefi, for to have the Truths 
well entertained with the -Auditory.

Yei, Or rhac which they report of a Father whofe 
iNiamc was Paulm-^ [ Three Hundred.in a Day ! ] 
ll you can attain fo far to have your Eyes ever to- 
wards the Lord. Excellent is the Counfel of Lanf- 
bergius^ in his Enchiridion Militis Chrifiiani, [ And 
by the Way, Erafmus, his Gc lden Book of the 
fame Title, I earneitly advife you to the Reading 
<jf! 3 Ex Omnibus c^tsa videsy tjuacfua auda, difee 
orandi fumere Occajionemy mentemaue ad Deum elevan- 
di. Befides your ^ated Prayers for every Day, you 
will alfo have Numberlefs Errands to Heaven, which 
will oblige you frequently to make your Occofiunal 
Addrtjfes thither upon Emergencies. But what 
in a verv particular Manner I advife you to, is. 
Now and then to fet a part WHOLE DAYS foe 
interviews with Heaven ; and this with fuch 
Eafiing as you mav find you are able to bear, and 
may be for the Help of your Devotions.

Such Days, you may fill 
with CoMtemflations on the PerfeBions of the Infi- 
nite GOD, and the Glories of your Almighty RE- 
DEEMER, and the wondrous Things which He 
has done ; and the Minifry of Hu Angels ; And 
with Enumerations of the Favoursy which both 
on Spiritual, and on Temporal Accounts you have

One Confequent of thefe Things will be, what 
I am very follicitous you fhould arrive unto. That 
is to fay, An jibility to exprefs yourfelf in Trayer 
to the Glorious GOD, and fpread the Cafes of 
the People before Him, on all Occafions : An 
Ability without which, I fhall not Judge you Qua- 
lified for an Ordination to the Fafioral Care of 3 
Flock, among the Churches of GOD : But wvr-

In your doing This, you will have notable Op- 
portunities to bring them into the Frames of PIE-

Whatever Truths at any time you would mod 
efficacioufly Freacb unto them, you may make 
them hear you Fray down thefe Truths into them, 
with a moft furprizing and moft fubduing Efficatj. 

I can by no means approve of yourLeaning on 
the Tool of a Foolijh Shefberdf and your Living on 
the Lifelefi Forms of any Liturgy. 1 cannot com- 
mend any Liturgy to you, except that which Ba~ 
romusy taxed good old Agobardm for keeping to. I 
can do no other than tell you fo, after zB^armine 
himfelf has confefled, * That in old times, there 
* was no Form of Fraier frefcriied. for all to be 

I bound 
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* bound unto, but every One might make what 

* Vrayer he plea fed, if but the Analogy of Fatih 

* were kept unto. And Chemnitius with a whole 
Army of Protejlants, have irrefragahly proved. 
That this Confeflion of Bellarmine is true ; and, 
Apud Vtteres Ordinem Celehrandi fuiffe Arbitrarium. 
The Ancients all agree to it, That in the Earlier 
Days of Chriftianity, the Minifters prayed every 
where, As they were Able. Indeed, there was no 
General Impofitkn of any Service Beok, until the 
Tmperor Charlemaigne at the Sollicitation of the 
Pope, introduced it, with Verfecution ; which was 
not until the Entrance of the 'Ninth Century, when 
all manner of Superftitious Ufagos were brought 
into the Temple of GOD Some Judicious Men 
have complained of the French Liturgy compofed 
by the Excellent Calvin, for not having fufficient 
Collets of Thankjgiving, but being all Petition. 
And whereas thefe three Things, ConfeJJion, and 
Petition, and Tbankfgiving belong to every complete 
Prayer, I have heard fome enquire whether ac- 
cording to thisRule, there can be readily found One 
complete Prayer, in another Liturgy, which I cannot 
commend unto you, for fuch a Model of PerfeSlion, 
as its admirers have efteemed it. But waving 
here thofe many and weighty Exceptions againft 
the Englijh Common Prayer-Book, Which will for- 
ever caufe Myriads of Confiderate Chriftians to 
be diflatiffied with if, I will only Quote fome 
Words that I find falling from the Pen of an Eng- 
lifli Nobleman. ' There may be too great a Re- 

* ftraint, C he fays J put upon Men, whom GOD 

* hath diftinguiftied by giving them not only 
f goodSenfcjbut a Powerful Utterance too. When

* a Man fo Qualified, endued with Learning too, 

* and above all, adorned with a Good Life, breaks 

* out into a Warm. and Well-delivered Prayer be-

‘ the AfTembly in another Manner, than the moft 

* compofed or beft fiudied Form of Set Words, can 

* ever do : And the Pray Wed's, who ferve up all 

* their Sermons with the fame Garnifliing, would 

* look like fo many Statues, or Men of Straw in 

* the Pulpit, compared with thofe who fpeak 

* with fuch a Poweiful Zeal that Men are tempt- 

* ed at the Moment to believe, that Heaven itfelf 

* has diciated thefe Words unto them. I cannot 
but think, that good Senfe was that which diBated 
thefe Words unto the .Marquefs of Halifax. And 
J hope, your Prayers will be fuch as he has there- 
in deferihed unto you. 

I am forty, that I muft, [ But T muf ! ] con- 
clude my Advice .for your Diligence in the Dif* 
ehargeof the Pafior.d Duties, with a Warning, T\\Zt 
you muft not wonder at it, if you find, that you 
ferve many Ungrateful People, and may be many 
Ways Mai treated by them, who are under the 
ftrongeft Obligations to fupport you, and reduced 
un^o the humbling and creepling Circumftances 
of a. Res Mgufa Domi : Yea, be opprefs’d with 
grievous Defaudations from them, whom GOD 
will many Ways punifti for their Ingratitude. If it 
Ihould be fo, yet Remember, you are in the Ser- 
vice of a Glorious LORD, who not ^ only favs, 
1 know thy Service, but orders thole Things to fall 
out, upon which He fnay with Infinite Pleafure 
sdfo fay, 1 know thy Patience. Be not now difeou- 

Q raged 
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raged from ftill devoxing yourfelf to the public 
and private Labours of your Minifirj : Be wh lly in 
thetn ; and therein Labour to Overcome Evil with 
Good. Suffer any thing, rather than in the Me- 
thods of the LaWy do that which will ruin theSuc- 
cefs of the Gojpely and utterly extinguifh the Hope 
of your doing any more Good by your Miniftry 
among them. Caufe them to feely that you are 
travailing with Agony for the Eternal Salvation 
of them and theirs ; and that the Gaining of one 
Soul to GOD by your Miniftry, will be of more 
Account with you than any Gain of this World j 
than all the B^ealth in the World. Be they never 
fo yet nobly hold on Raining the Bkjfed 

Showers of Heaven upon them ! Thus with a 
Strong Faith which Glory to GOD, go on with 
a Watchful, Painful, Faithful Minifiryy keeping 
vour Eye on the Sixth Chapter of Matthew, and 
Relying on your SAVIOUR for your Subfiftence: 
And, Fitver Fear ! Never Fear ! He will with 
ttrange Interpofuions of His Providence, yea, 
with Confpicuous &Marvellous Operations of the 
Angelical Miniftry, fend in Seaf enable Supplies for 
you ; and often make the Seajon of them fuch as 
notably to add unto the Comfort of them. 

Yea, fooner than Starve, the Ravens will 

bring Food unto you. Regenvolfcius relates it, in 
life, Hrftory of the Sclavonic Churches j ‘It was a 
‘ \vretched Cuftom of the Papifts, that vvhen 
‘ they had run One of the Holy People into Prifon, 
‘ they would there, by a progreffive Subftratftion 

* of all Subfiftence from him, ftarve him to 

* Death. Matthias Dolanfcius was a Prifoner de- 

‘ fisned for fuch Circuraftances, in the City of 

* fragtte. 
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* Attempts of 

^ the Godly People, and of a gracious Macron a- 
^ mong the reft, fecretly to relieve him, had a 
^ total flop given to them- Now, One Day, 
when he was on the very point of Starving, he 
cafthis Eye towards the Grate of the Prifon, 
and faw a little Bird fitting there, with 
^ thing in his Bill- HisCuriofitv leading him 
^ thither, the Bird flew away; but left a bit of 
Cloth, in w^ich, when he took it up, he found 
‘ a piece of Qold : And with this piece of Gold, 
he found Ways tolleraby to furnifh himfelf with 
Bread, unnl the Death of the King ; On and 
by which he obtained his full Deliverance.

That thofe Ihhgs that cannot be ^tak- 
en may remain. What are thofe Things that cannot 
hefliaken ? But thofe MAXIMS of the Everlafiing 
Gofpel, wherein all Good and IVife Men are United, 
and all Men become Good and Wife, when they 
come into that Union with them j The MAX- 
IMS, which the more they are ftudied, and the 
Wifer, and the Better ^ they are who ftudy them, 
the more they will be approved of t The MA5^ 
IMS which are diredly calculated for the Grand 
Intentions oi, Glory to GOD in the Highefi, &ni 
Peace on Earth from a Good WiU in Men towards one 
another. ’Tis even the Firfihorn of my Wifhes 
for you. That you may be one of thofe Angels, 
that fliallj?^ through the midfi of Heaven, with this 
Everlafing Gofpel, to preach it untO them who 
dwell on the Earth, and move all the People of 
GOD, tho’ of different Terfwalions in Itjfr Feints, 
to embrace one another upon the Generous Max-, 
ims of it, and keep le^er Points in a due Subordina- 
tion u-nto the Superiour Matxims^ and manage theic 
Differences upon thofe leffer Points with another 
Spirit, than what the Dijputers of this World in the 
feveral Sebls of Chriftians keep commonly Cut- 
ting One another withal.

* much Truth is contained, as, being joined with

* Caufe to doubt, but that as many as do Walk 
‘ according to thu Rule, ( neither overthrowing 

* that which they have built, by fuperinducing

* ked Converfetien ) Peace ftall be upon them. I will 
rather exhibit the MAXIMS in fuch a Manner, 
as to make .the beft Pj-ovifion, againft that, loath~ 
feme tiling, A Lifelef Religion ; whereof an Irreli- 
giom Life, will be the Natural Confequence. In 
fhort, I may as with a Burning Glaf, [Oh! That 
with an Irrejlftible Heat from Heaven upon yoii 1 J 
Contrad into a little Room, the Sum of the Mat- 
ter, and the PIETY, which will be found a Sar* 
Foundation for an UNION among all Parties of 
true CHRISTIANS, however they may be De- 
nominated or Diftinguillied. As our SAVIOUR, 
whom His FATHER btareth always, has prayed, 
for His People, that they all may be ONE, fo, it is 

impoffible. 
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impoffible, that all the Genuine People of GOD 
Ihould not Unite with one another in much great- 
er Things, than thofe in which it is poflible for 
them to Dijfent from one another. Such Things 
are thofe Graviora Evangelii, which to cut fli/irt the 
Work in Rigbteoufnef , I {hall in thefe Three MAX- 
IMS compendioufly fee before you.

I will not now fuppofe a ^inquarticular C«»- 
troverfy, but rather pt opofe a TernarticuLr ^Period 
of all Comtroverfies. And the very firft Thing 
that I offer upon it, is. That in thefe MAXIMS^ 
of GodUnef, which are all without Cmtroverfy, you 
behold all Cmtrovtrjies of Religion, as coming to 
an Amicable and a Comfortabie Period* My Ad- 
vice to you, is j That when you make fome Fi- 
gure in the Field of the Church- Militant, you bg 
drawn as little as may be, into • any Erifiic mu,. 
i»gsi wherein you (hall be furprized unawares 

into 
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into the Errors of Pajftin^ and into the Follies of 
taking Pains to convince a few Readers that you 
have more than your Antagonift. Every 
Man who pulls at the Polemic Saw, and manages 
any Controverfj in Religion, always pretends a 
Zeal to uphold in the Ijjue of the Difputation, 
fome certain Point of PraBical PIETY, which is 
in thefe Indifputable MAXIMS declared for. If 
it were not from a zealous Concern which the 
Contenders have that the PraBice of Piety, may 
not luflfer in fuch a Point, they profefs, that 
they would not contend fo earneflly for the Faith. If 
they can’t fincerely make this Profeffion, they are 
but Litigious, and Vexatious, and the Gladiators are 
to be hifs’d off the Theatre, by all that wifli well 
to Chriftianity. Now, how commonly are both 
Tarties well agreed, in the Point of PIETY, 
which the One fays, can’t be preferved but upon 
its Pofitions ; and the other fays, can’t be prefer- 
ved if his be denied ? Be fure. All the Truly Pi~ 
eus are fo ! But, if both Parties are agreed for that 
PIETY, which is the Main, and the Scope of all, 
bow much Good may you do, if you can fo Sy- 
ringe the Odoriferous Water of the confelTed MAX- 
IMS upon them, that the .barrelling Hives in the 
Eofs of their Diftindion may give over theic 
Quarrels, and the Children of Jacob not fall out by 
the Way, or be fo angry about the Way, feeing 
they are Brethren ? Or, if the Bretbrtn will yet fall 
out, and the Coutroverfus muft go on, and you are 
called forth to bear a Part in them, yet, My Son, 
continue to play thefe Engines, for the extinguilh- 
ing of the Fires ; GoVern your Mind, and your 
Pe»,by the MAXIMS of PIETY 5 perfwade 

others 
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others what you can to fin fb too 5 and carry not 
on anv but the V/ars of the Lamh in your Contef- 
rations. What I c'’>uld moft of all wifh for is. 
That for yourDe/e»ce of the Truth, \vh.\c\\ is always 
for PIETY, you do vvhar you have to do, moflly 
in that Tojitme Way, of afferting, and evincing, 
and advancing the PIETY, which the Truth you 
would have to be defended, is to animate* Con^ 
fcience will quicklv come in, with a Teftimony on 
the behalf of that PIETY ; and the Truth which 
appears neceflary to fupporc that PIETY, will 
eafily be taken in, and not eafily parted with. 
This is for the moft part better than the EhnBic 
Way of fhelrering the Truth from the Affaults 
which they that the Earth would make' up- 

on it ; Inftead of S^i/ords, it is to employTlough.- 
Shares ; inftead of Spears, it is to employ Priming.^ 
Hooks j and the State and Work of Taradife is 
a little emulated and .anticipated. 

But, if the ElenBic Way become neceftary to 
be taken, and if you muft go down into the Battel, 
and fmire the Enemies in the V.dJey of Salt, I a- 
gain, and again fay, Take heed unto your Spirit : 
Let the Defigns of PIETY Regulate your 
whole Proceeding. Furnifli no new Matter for 
the old Complaint of, — — Sihi ferales pleri^ue 
Chrijiiani j and add nothing to the Inftances of 
fuch Outrages, as the Jefuites have with Derifion 
cenfured in the Controverjal Writings of the m'i’ual 
Firings between the Lutherans and the Calvinljls- 

Lutherans, and Calvinips ! — ■ Inalmuch as I 
have thus unawares mentioned Tbefe, I will up- 
on thsfe make the Experiment, [ whether with any 

R better 
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better Succefs, than my dear Vltifcus did, I know 
not - 3 how far a Syncreufm of PIETY will Unite 
the People of GOD, or ^hte their Curfed Anger ^ 
and Cruel Wrath againft One another in purfuing 
of Religious Controvtrjies. The Sagacious Baron 
Tuffendorf, while he defpairs not of breaking down 
the Partition Wall between thofe two mighty Par- 
ties of Protejiants, in other Parts of it, yet it ap- 
pears unto him little fhort of Defperate, when 
rfie Sublime and Obfcurc Doftrines of Predefiina- 
tion ( wherein Luther and Calvin themfelves, were 
better agreed than their Followers, ) come to be 
confidered- However, even here alfo at laft he 
takes Courage, and fays. If ever there is to be a 
Better Condition of Mankind^ and sm Happier State cj 
the World, it is not to be ExpeBed, hit font a ferious 
and univerfal PraBice of Chrijiian PIETT. Let us 
then with a little Patience hear both Parties de- 
clare themfelves. 

Say, Mailer Lutheran, What is. the PIETY, for 
the tnaintaining whereof you fo eagerly advance 
your ‘Principles ? His Anfwer is ; ‘ I would not 
‘have the moft Holy and Sin-hating Lord, Rc- 

* proached as the Impeller of the Sr» whereof he 
‘ is the Revenger. I would not have our Merciful 
‘ Father blafphemed, as dealing after an lllufory 

* Manner with Men, when He invites them to 

* His Mercy. I would not have any among the 
‘ fallen Race of the Firji Adam, fhut out from the 

* juft Hopes of Life in the Death of the Second A“ 

* dam. I would not have Impenitent Unbeliever: 

* call upon GOD the Blame of their Impenitency f 
‘ but ills Wicked lay wholly on themfelves the 

‘Fault 
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* Fault of their own Deftruftion. I would have 

* Nlen IVork about their ov-’n Salvation, with ss 
‘much Diligence and Vigilance, as if all turned 

* upon their own Will and Care whether they 
‘ fhall^ be Saved or no. The pious Calvinifi hears 
all this with Pleafure ; and can fay. My Brother, 
In aU tbefe Things my Heart is with you. 

But now,^ Mailer Calviniji, it is your Turn. 
Say, What is the PIETY, for the maintaining 
whereof you fo eagerly Prefer your Brind^les ? 
His Anfwer is ; ‘I would have our good GOD, 
forever adored, as the Original of all the Good, 
that we Have, or that we Do. If Men arrive 
to any Good Spiritual as well as Temporal, I 
would have our GOD praifed for it • and I 
would have His Favours confeffed as moft 17»- 
merited by us in all our Praifes. I would not ad- 
mit the leaft Infinuation, as if the King Eternal, 
who is the Only Wife GOD, had not an Infallible 
Foreknowledge from all Eternity of whatever 
comes to pals in Time. 1 would have all that 
come unto Everlafiing Life, to admire the Evtr^ 
lafing Love of GOD unto them j and with 
Endlefs Admirations own, That their SAVIOUR 
has done more for them, than for others. I would 
have Men look up to GOD, with ardent Prayers 
for His Gracious, and Enlightening, and Sanc- 
tifying Influences, and Pray unto Him as the 
GOD of all Grace, and the GOD who gives Re- 
pentance, and Remember.that Faith is the Gift of 
GOD. I would have Man to be very Humble, 
and humbly to Annihilate himfelf before the 

* Glorious GOD, with whom there it terrible Mafefty.

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The pious Lutheran hears al! rhis with Delisht j 
and can fay. My Brother, Mi Heart cannot hat con- 
cur with you, in fuch Things as tbefe. 

At the fame time, they both find that the feve- 
ral Schemes, with which they would have this H- 
ETY ferved, are encumbred with InfuperabU Diffi- 
culties ; and the Lutheran may have retorted upon 
him thole very Difficulties which he thinks he lees 
the Calvinijl overwhelmed withal- The old 
^i non vetat cum foteffi Juhet, Encumbers Armini- 
us with as hard Confe^uences as he charges on (so- 
tharus. Maimonides will tell you, how much the 
Jewiffi World, and Cicero how^uch the Vagan, 
has been divided, in their Opinionsj De. Fato. 
Among the Vapifts, how do the Dominicans, and 
after thele, the yanfenijis, and their Oppofites, 
keep in the dark, huffieting one another upon them? 
So that after all, Tis PIETY that muft bring all 
to rights : and Melan&bons Refolution ; Officiunt 
egamrts, et Dijpatationes de Predefiinatione fepoifamut. 

The Experiment may be made on many ocher 
DoArines, C Among which, I pray take notice, 
vou’l never find me mentioning the Damnahle 
Herefies, of the Ariarf, and the %ocinian I ] wherein

Inftead of my going on to do That, I rather 
jjafs now to fay, That 1 would’ have you lay afide 
all Thoughts, of any Foundation for an Union a- 
mong the Profeffors of Chriftianity, but what 
fhall be in the Unipy of the Spirit ; or that Work of 
the Holy SPIRIT on the Hearts of Men, that 

inclines 
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inclines them to Glorify GOD with an Ohulkna 
to H;s Will revealed in His Word, and Glorify 
CHRIST with a DepenJ&nce on Him for all thcic 
H'lPp ncfs ; and Love their Jsleighhour as themfelves. 
Other Fr.unhtion can no Man lay ! AH Attempts to 
build the Tower of Zion on any other Foundation, 
will come to nothing ; You’l profper no better 
in them, than they who go to build a Tover of 
Babel But then. Let ALL that are by Vifible 
PIETY qualified for it, find a due and a kind 
Reception with you. Let your Feet fiand in a 
large Place, and, Add unto your Faith, Godlinef, and 
unto your Godline Brotherlj-iindnef, and unto your 
Brotherly-kindnef, Charity : And, Pay the Regards 
of Brethren in CHRIST, unto all thofe, who by 
owning and living the Everlafting MAXIMS of 
PIETY, may claim what the true Citizen of Zk 
on will yield unto them that Fear the Lori. Allow 
to, yea. Challenge for, this People, the^ Rights 
which belong unto them, and the Liberties with 
which the SON of GOD has made them free. 
The People, who Worjhip GOD in the Spirit, and 
who Rejoyce in CHRIST JESUS, and who have no 
Confidence in the Flejh, or. Value not themfelves up- 
on a Religion which is nothing but Flefh, and ex- 
teriour; THESE are the .true People tf COD: The 
PEOPLE* which have the Tremifes in the Cove- 
nant of GOD pertaining to them j and whereto 
the Kindnejfes, or the Injuries that are done, are 
done unco their Glorious Head, in the Heavens. 
Be not fuch a Donatifi, as to dream, that the Peo- 
ple of GOD arc no where to be found, but in One 
Party, which you have your greateft Eftecm for.

For Curimunion in thefe Churches, and Admif- 
fion to all the Priviledges and Advantages of the 
Evangelical Church-State, I would have you inlift 
upon it. That no Terms be impofed, but fuch Ne- 
cejfary Things, as Heaven will require of all, who 
lhall Afetnd into the HiU of the Lord, and ftand in 
His Holy Place, Be fure to ftand by that Golden 
Rule, Receive ye one another, as CHRIST has received 
MS unto the Glory of GOD j That is to ftiy, Thofe of 
whom it is our Duty to Judge, that our SAVI- 
OUR mH Receive them to Hit Glory in the Heaven- 
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Iv World, we ought now to Receive unto all the 
Enjoyments of our Chrijiian FelJon^pjp : And kc

That more C Wm than One have the Guilt of a 
very fMScbifm to be charged upon them, for 
their Chafing from their Ccwwaaiow, and the an- 
nexed Encouragements and Emoluments, many of the 
Righteous Nation, which -have the Gates of Heaven 
ftanding open for them: and yet fuch is the Myflerr

In the 
Dutchy of Berg^uen, People may not Smoke, with- 
out purchafing a Licenfe for it- If you were to 
purchafe of me a Licenfe for it, I know rot how 
high Terms I fhould hold you to. If you want 
an Hydragogue, there is one preferrible in chewing 
fome fuch Thing as a bit of Maftkh j which 
would alfo whiten your Teeth, and fweeten your 
Breath, which Tobacco poifons. If once you get 
into the way of Smoking, there will be extreme 
hazard, of your becoming a Slave to the Pipe ; 
and ever Infatiably craving for it. People may think 
jvhat they will ; But fuch a Slaver^, is much be- 
low the Dignity of a Rational Creature ; and much 
more of a Gracious Chrifiian. I am fure, what the 
Great Voetim writes upon it, is very true ; Minlme 
convenit viris honeftis et gravibus • nominatim Mini- 
ftris et Minifterii Candidate. There can be no Apo- 
logy for your taking up the Jlovenly PraBice, and 
the Pains that muft be taken to conquer the 
Toifon, if you are not well advifed and affured. 
That your Health reejuires it. But I ftiall only recite 
what you will find in Two very conllderable 
Writers, that ycu may form the better Judgment 
upon it. The One of thefe Writers is Magnenus \ 
who tho’ he be a mighty Friend to the Ufe of 
Tobacco, yet acknowledges, ‘ That it is not eafy 
* to relate, what are the Damages, which the !n- 
‘ ordinate and Immoderate Ufe of this Fume does 
f bring with it j for befides the infaciable and 

* greedy 
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* greedy Luft of taking it, by its Ufe, the 

* Mttmry is impaired, the Stomach violated, the 
‘ Brain exiccated, and the Life fliortened ; and the 

* Offspring damnified. Yea, he lays this down as 
an undoubted AlTertion ,* That the frecfuent and fa~ 
miliar Ufe efit^ can he good for no Man. The Other 
is our G«/«, who from his own Experience raxes 
the Smoke of Tobacco with very Noxions Ratifies ; 
He fays, * He found it made more Humours than 

* it brought away ; and tho’ it opened his Body foe 

* the larefent, it proved in that very thing a Pre- 
' judice afterwards ; and Nature was but the more 

* Siuggifh and Feeble anon, for the Force in this 

* way put upon it. He fays, At lad 1 came under 
fixed Refolntion to deliver my felf from tba Faffalagei 

And this I account not the leafi Deliverance of my Lift* 
And yet, after all, I am not fo hflexihly fu^ as 
utterly to deny you the Ufe of tobacco^ if you 
are fare of any Benefit from it. Only I infift up- 
on it. That you be, [If I may ufe a Pbrafe^ that 
if it may feem to trefpals upon Good Senje, it (hall 
yet have as much as the Thing I write againft] 
Exctffsvely Moderate in it. And if you are growing 
fo Wife as to Retrench and Reform any Intempe- 
rance in it, which you may have been unawares 
drawn into, do it not at Ome, but by Degrees^ left 
by too quick a flop to an ufuel Difcharge, your 
Health may be endangered. But, upon the whole j 
If you have hitherto efoaped this Epidemical Con- 
tagion, and are not yet a fettled Inhabitant of the 
Terra del Fuogo, I cannot ad vile you in better 
Terms than thofe ; It a Good for you to abide even 
as you are I And, If you may be kept free, ebuft it ra- 
ther, Yea, My Son, If Smokers entice thee, confent

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thou not. It is good Advice ; and if you take it, you 
will one D^y Thank him that gave ir. 

But if I am againft your taking Tobacco in 
Smoke, you may be fure, I fliall not approve your 
taking it in Stut^- How fliameful a thing it is, for 
People of Reafcn to confefs, that they can’t live 
eafily half an Hour together, without a Delight fo 
Senfual, fo Trivial, foveiy Contemptible, as that 
of Tickling their OlfaEiory Nerves a little ? And even 
kury therafelves alive, in pungent Grains of titilla^ 
ting Duft ? A Learned Phyfician of the Frewcii Na- 
tion, will tell you, how many Difeafes of the 
Nervofum, do iflue out of that Pandords Box^ 
from whence the Pinch of Snuffs taken, A ^incy 
will tell you, how wretchedly it jpoHs the Appetite. 
And a Cheyne will tell you, how much the Eyes as 
well as the Stomach fare the worfe for it. You 
may dream, that the Paffage thro’ the Os Cribri.. 
forme will not permit the Grojl Powder of your 
Snuff to enter into your Brain ; yet fome very thin 
and fine Parts of it will find their way thither.
